JOLSTOI ON RUSSIA’S 
ALLIANCE WITH FRANCE 






He Says It Has a Pernicious Effect 


on Both Nations. 
Doubts Sincerity of France’s “ Spon 
taneous Love "Russia No Longer 


Cares for Europe’s Opinions.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The Paris 
gwpondent of The Times remarks that 
Count Tolsto! has for many years been 
an object of enthusiasm on the part of 
the French press. The Revue Blanche 
recently asked the famous Russian for 
his opinion on the Franco-Russian alli- 
ance, and the correspondent sends the 
reply received by the paper. 

Tolstoi says that, in the first place, the 
true Russian people do not know of the 
existence of the alliance, but if they did 
they would have the common sense to 
understand that this exclusive, alliance 
with another nation could not have any 
other object than to support it against 
its enemies, and perhaps involve them 
in wars. Therefore the alliance would be 
displeasing to them. 

Furthermore, says Count Tolstoi, he 
doubts whether the French people are 
really enthusiastic about the alliance, 
and declares that if the Russian people 
knew all that has been said and done in 
France in regard to the alliance they 
would conceive a distrust of and antipa- 
thy for a people who, without reason, 
suddenly professed such spontaneous 
and exceptional love for them. 

Count Tolstoi says the object of such 
alliances is war or to menace war; that 
their influence must be mischievous gen- 
erally, and that they can produce only 
the greatest mischief to the nations 
forming them. France’s Government, 
press, and society have already made 
compromises, and will be forced to make 
more, in regard.to French traditions of 
freetiom and humanity, in order to pre- 
tend to be united in sentiments and in- 
tentions with the most despotic, retro- 
grade, and cruel Government in Europe. 
In Russia also the alliance has already 
had a pernicious influence. Russia no 
longer cares for European opinion, and, 
feeling herself backed by this strange 
friendship with the nation reputed to be 
the most civilized in the world, daily be- 


comes more retrograde, despotic, and 
cruel.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Tangier says a most regret- 
table incident has happened at Fez. A 
Portuguese subject, who does not speak 
Arabic, had recently arrived in the city, 
and approached the tomb of a local 


saint. There was nothing to show that 
the thoroughfare was forbidden to 
Christians. A shopman called out to 


the stranger that he must not proceed 
along the street. in question, but the 
visitor did not comprehend what was 
said to him, and did not halt. Directly 
afterward he was attacked by a fanat- 
ical crowd and terribly mauled. 

The physician who is attending the in- 
jured man says that his recovery is un- 
certain. 

The Times’s correspondent remarks 
that neither this attack nor the affair 
last year at the same place, in which an 
American citizen was beaten to death, 
would have occurred had the Sultan not 
neglected his duties in the northern part 
of his kingdom and remained for six 
years in Marakesh, (City of Morocco.)

Government Takes Action to Prevent

LONDON, Oct. 2.—A dispatch from 
Tokio to The Times says the recent bank 
panic at Osaka and Kioto has entirely 
subsided, and the deposits withdrawn 
have been returned. The public has 
learned the wholesome lesson that there 
is danger in too many small and ill- 
managed banks. The Government has 
setzed the opportunity to restrict the 
establishment of banks, and to compel 
their rigid management. The promo- 
tion of new banks has ceased, and many 
small, weak institutions are closing.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The Hongkong cor- 
respondent of The Times says that the 
Piang-Tong missionaries arrived at that 
city yesterday. They were warned in 
advance of the approach of the rebels, 
whose idea it is to exchange the Manchu 
for a Ming dynasty, and to destroy the 
“barbarians.” The missionaries fled to 
Kia-Ying-Chow, and thence to Swatow, 
where the German Consul acted prompt- 
ly. The Chinese authorities have sent 
1,600 soldiers, who will probably sup- | 
press the uprising. 

The local officials and people at Piang- | 
Tong are well disposed toward the mis- 
sionaries. One of the latter, named 
Rutter, is missing, but is thought to be 
sdfe. :

Two thou- 
sand Chinese troops have been sent to sup- 
press them.” 

‘Disorders have arisen in the. Yang-tse | 
provinces owing to the ravages of. the 
floods and the diversion of the relief funds 
by corrupt officials,’’ 
correspondent of The Standard. ‘ These 
threaten to culminate in rebellion. The sit- 
uation is very grave, and the local authori-

SZELL’S THREAT TO GERMANY. 


His Promptitade in Speaking Out Is 
Cordially Praised.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The, Times says that the at- 
titude assumed by Austria-Hungary to- 
ward the proposed German customs 
tariff is approved by the whole country. 
The promptitude of M. de Szell, the 
Hungarian Premier, in speaking out is 
cordially praised, and it is recalled that 
his statesmanlike counsel last year 
saved Austria from a suspension of the 
Constitution. 

There is some criticism of Hungary 
for taking such a step alone, but under 
the Austro-Hungarian Ausgleich com- 
mercial treaties must be approved by 
both halves of the monarchy. Moreover, 
M. de Szell acted with the knowledge 
and approval of the Vienna Government 
and the Austro-Hungarian Foreign Min- 
ister, Count Goluchowski.

Opposition Papers Denounce the 
Removal of the Legion of Honor 
Grand Chancellor.

LONDON, Oct. 2.—A dispatch to The 
Times from Paris says the Opposition 
press has raised a violent outcry against 
the Government because of the removal 
of the Duc d’Auerstiidt from the office 
of Grand Chancellor of the Legion of 
Honor and the appointment in his stead 


of Gen. Florentin. 
It is admitted that this virtual dis- 
missal of the Duc, who is greatly 


estéemed, is a grave step. It is believed, 
moreover, that he only learned that he 
had been removed from the newspapers, 
All the Opposition newspapers—Con- 
servative, Bonapartist, and Royalist— 
are vehement in their denunciations of 
the Government’s action, and the matter 
will surely. be brought before Parlia- 
ment when it reassembles. - 

The chief reason for the removal of the 
Duc was his refusal to bring before the 
Council of the order the case of M. de 
Lur-Saluces, who was condemned to 
banishment for five years, and declared 
himself hostile to the Government and 
the republic. The Duc’s excuse for not 
bringing the matter up is that M. Dérou- 
léde was not expelled from the order 
when he was banished. The Ministerial- 
ists declare that the two cases are dif- 
ferent—that M. Dérouléde is at least a 
Republican, even if inimical to the Gov- 
ernment. 

A new element is added to the discus- 
sion by the resignation of Gen. Le Veuve 
and.Gen. De Dionne from the Council of 
the order. The former is an avowed Na- 
Aionalist and the latter a stanch friend 
of the Duc d’Auerstiidt, who is better 
known in these Republican days by his 
military title "of Gen. Davout. He has 
long been an open adversary of wad 
present Minister of War, Gen. André.

ACCEPT MR. SHEPARD 


Controller Coler Rejected, the 
Politicians Now Declare. 








CONFERENCE AT McLAUGHLIN’S 





The Controller, It Is Asserted, Is Willing 
to Resign in Mr. Shepard’s Favor 
—Mr. Croker in Brooklyn. 


Richard Croker and Senator Patrick H. 
McCarren of Brooklyn spent nearly all of 
yesterday together, From breakfast in the 
morning until after the theatre in the 
evening: these two leaders talked politics, 
and both seemed to be in a happy frame of 
mind. At a late hour the list of available 
men from which the Tammany candidate 
for Mayor was likely to be chosen was 
narrowed down to a few names. 

A rumor was started in Brooklyn late 
in the evening that Edward M. Shepard 
had decided to postpone his trip to Europe, 
and if the Tammany nomination was ten- 
dered to him he would accept. All informa- 
tion on this subject was refused at Mr. 
Shepard’s house. 

At an early hour this morning it was re- 
ported that Mr. Croker had caused informa- 
tion to be conveyed to the Brooklyn lead- 
ers that he would not consider Mr. Coler as 
an available candidate, but that he might 
accept Mr. Shepard if his nomination were 
suggested by Mr. McLaughlin's representa- 
tives. 

Mr. Shepard was to sail to-morrow with 
Engineer William Barclay Parsons, who 
has charge of the building of the rapid 
transit tunnel. The first rumorsywere that 
Mr.Croker had received assurances that Mr. 
Croker had received assurances that Mr. 
Shepard would accept the Tammany nom- 
ination. Mr. Shepard appeared before the 


Board of Estimate in the City Hall, and a 
hearing was granted on the estimate of the 
College of the City of New York for ex- 
penses for 1902 on the ground that he was 
closing up matters to go to Europe. 

The anncuncement of Mr. Shepard's inten- 
tion to sail for a long vacation abroad was 
made several weeks ago. At the same time 
he said that his friends in Brooklyn would 
receive a statement from him before he 
sailed as to the local political situation, 
Last week Mr. Shepard in a signed state- 
ment declared in favor of the nomination 
of Controller Coler for Mayor, and after- 
ward wrote a lettér offering to postpone 
his trip to Europe and take the stump if 
Mr. Coler was named. 

Mr. Shepard was at his home, 172 Con- 
gress Street, Brooklyn, last evening. The 
following questions were sent to Mr. Shep- 
ard with a request for a reply: _ 

“Do you intend to sail tor Europe on 
Thursday? ”’ 

“Will you accept the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Mayor if the same is tendered 
to you?”’ 

To both of these questions Mr. Shepard 
sent back the reply: 

“Mr. Shepard is unable to answer this 
evening.”’ 

The friends of Mr. Shepard said in the 
evening that he had decided to postpone 
his trip to Europe for a few days in order 
to clear up his end of the political situation. 

Senator McCarren arrived at the Demo- 
cratic Club shortly after 8 o'clock tn the 
morning, and Mr. Croker was waiting for 
his visitor. Breakfast was served in Mr. 
Croker’s room. Before leaving the club, 
Senator McCarren was asked: 

‘““What are Controller Coler’s chances of 
receiving the nomination?”’ 

“They are very bright.’’ 
tes Will he be nominated by the conven- 

on?”’ 

Red will have to wait and see as to 
that.”’ 

“ Are you working for his nomination and 
in his interests? ’’ 

“Always, and I will work to the very 
last moment.”’ 

“Will the contest be carried into the 
convention? "’ 

“T.don’t think there will be any contest 
in the convention. The matter will be set- 
tled before to-morrow night or to-morrow 
night at the utmost.” 

‘“‘Is the Brooklyn organization still for 
Coler?”’ 

“Yes, and we are going to be for Coler 
till the last.”’ 

Mr. Croker, when seen, was willing to 
discuss yacht racing and bulldogs. When 
asked about politics, Mr. Croker would 
smile and say: 

‘Fine weather for the yacht race. I 
don’t know whether I will go down to the 
yacht race er not.” ‘ 

A by-stander said: 

‘*Senator McCarren says that he is highly 
pleased at the prospects.”’ 

“Why shouldn’t.he be?” said Mr. Croker, 
Then he stopped short and said: 

‘Now look here, I am not talking poli- 
tics." 

Mr. Croker and Senator McCarren left the 
Democratic Club arm in arm. 

‘‘ We are going over to see Mr. McLaugh- 
lin in Brooklyn,’’ said the Senator, jokingly. 

Senator McCarren and Mr. Croker did go 
to Brooklyn, but the Brooklyn politicians 
claiméd that there was no meeting be- 
tween Messrs. Croker and McLaughlin. 
They asserted that the strained relations 
which exist between the two leaders would 
prevent a meeting at the present time. 

Mr. McLaughlin gave out an interview 
vesterday, claiming that he was the “ or- 
iginal boss,’ and that all the others called 
*‘bosses"’ by their followers, including 
Messrs. Croker and Platt, were only coun- 
terfeits. Mr. McLaughlin's title to the 
name of “ boss” dates back to President 
Buchanan’s Administration, when the 
Brocklyn politician was appointed to a po- 
sition in the navy yard and became known 
as ‘‘ boss.”’ 

The talk in Tammany circles of the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Shepard subsided when _ ex- 
cerpts from Mr. Shepard’s speeches made 
when he ran for Mayor of Brooklyn several 
years ago were printed. The quoted 
speeches contain denunciations of Tam- 
many Hall and Tammany leaders as corrupt 
mien. 

One of Mr., Croker's political MHeutenants 
said early this morning: 

“Tt is a remarkable political situation. 
It would not surprise me to see the matter 
settled in the convention.” 

“Docs that mean that the Brooklyn or- 
ganization will fight in the open for Con- 
troller Coler?”’ 

‘Tt would not say that, but the contest 
for the nomination is an, open race at this 
hour.” 

Mr. Croker returned to the Democratic 
Club last evening and dined with Senator 
McCarren. Later they went to the theatre. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock Mr. Croker re- 
turned to the club and talked with several 
delegations. Mr. Croker still declined to 
sav anvthing about the situation. 

The Broaklyn Democratic leaders-held a 
conference last evening in the home of Mr. 
McLaughlin, on Remsen Street. Controller 
Coler was at the Brooklyn Club, and was 
called to Mr. McLaughlin's house, where 
there were gathered James Shevlin, Sena- 
tor John McCarty, Bridge Commissioner 
Shea, and other leaders. 

The conference lasted until after mid- 
night. Mr. Shevlin refused to discuss pol- 
itics except to say: 

“There is no change. The Mayoralty sit- 
uation is the same as it was tavo days ago.” 

It was said by a close personal friend of 
Mr. McLaughlin after the conference that 
the contest was likely to be carried into 
the convention, A meeting of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee will be held this 
evening. 

The convention will be called to order to- 
morrow at 7:30 o'clock in the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace, 

At 1A. M. this morning the result of the 
conference of the Brooklyn leaders became 
known outside of the circle of those who 
were in. attendance. It. was stated that 
Controller Coler was called to Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin’s home to be informed that the 
Tammany leader had in an indirect way an- 
nounced that Mr. Coler would not be ac- 
ceptable to the Wigwam as a candidate. 

While the conference was in progress a 
Brook!yn leader was sent to Mr. Shepard’s 





house and returned with his answer. A 
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message is said to haye been obtained froro 
Mr. Croker stating that he wauld accept 
| Mr. Shepard as the candidate for Mayor if 
his name was presented by the Brooklyn 
delegation.

A WOUNDED. MAN’S-WALK. 


Shot Near the Heart, James McCarthy 
Proceeds Several Miles to Se- 
cure Surgical Aid.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 1.—With 
a bullet wound in his breast, less "than an 
inch from his heart, James. McCarthy, 
twenty-eight years old, this morning walked 
from Port Reading to Bound Brook, a dis- 
tance of more than three miles. An hour 
before he was shot in a row with a negro 
near the junction of the main line of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad with the 
Port Reading branch. McCarthy is now 


at the Somerset Hospital, near Somerville, 
and isin a critical condition. 

According to the story McCarthy told he 
was trying to reach New York. He left 
Philadelphia, where his home is, and got 
aboard a Philadelphia and Reading freight 
train early in the morning. McCarthy says 
a conductor allowed him to remain in a 
box car after he promised him not to allow 
tramps to get aboard. 

hen the train stopped at Port Read- 
ing a negro attempted to climb into the 
car, and, when McCarthy put him off, he 
pulled a revolver and shot him. Two 
tramps who later gave their names as 
Thomas Murgay and Henry Smith, chased 
the man, but he escaped them. They re- 
turned to McCarthy’s assistance, and, one 
on either side, helped the wounded man to 
walk to Bound Brook. 

William Wilson, a negro, who is said to 
be the one who did the shooting, was ar- 
rested at 1 o'clock this afternoon at the 
Lehigh Valley tanks, east of this place. He 
denies the charge of shooting McCarthy. 


A PITTSBURG DOCTOR’S BILL. 


Physician Who Attended H. M. Curry 
Charged $100 a Day — Experts 


Call It Moderate.

PITTSBURG, Oct. 1.—One hundred dollars 
a day is a moderate charge for a physician 
to make when attending a millionaire, ac- 
cording to expert witnesses in the Orphans’ 
Court to-day. This testimony was offered 
in a suit by Dr. J. O. Flower against the 
estate of H. M. Curry for $5,243.25 for pro- 
fessional servicés rendered to the deceased. 


Mr. Curry was one of the Carnegie Steel 
Company partners and died two years ago. 
Dr. Fiower's services covered a period of 
five months, and included a twenty-one-day 
trip to Atlantic City, at which resort Mr. 
Curry died. -Dr. Flower claimed. that he 
treated Mr. Curry so successfully that his 
life was prolonged sufficiently to enable 
him to add at least $1,000,000 to his for- 
tune, the estate being worth about $6,- 
000,000 when he died. Dr. Flower’s bill is 
for visits to Mr. Curry’s home, and the cost 
of the trip to Atlantic City. For his visits 
tu the residence he charges $25 each, and 
$100 a day at Atlantic City. All the ex- 
perts agree that this was not exorbitant. 

Dr. Edmund Fisher testified that his 
charge would depend largely on the pa- 
tient and his ability to pay. Dr. Warner 
testified that some patients should be 
charged more because they often severely 
criticised the work of a physician more 
than persons in other walks of life.

Pennsylvania Concerns Merged with a 
$4,000,000 Capital to be a Rival 


of the Bell System.

ALLENTOWN, Penn., Oct. 1.—A consoli- 
dation of all the independent telephone com- 
panies of Easton, Penn.,-which is to be a 
formidable rival of the Bell system, was 
effected in this city to-day; and is to be 
followed by the merging of all the inde- 
pendent systems of the entire State of 
Pennsylvania with those of New Jersey 
and eventually to connéct with a proposed 
system between New York and Boston. 


The corporate title of the combine is the 
Consolidated Telephone Company of Penn- 
sylvania and the principal offices are to be 
in this city. The officers are: President— 
Robert E. Wright, Allentown; Secretary— 
Dr. T. H. Leidy, Reading; Treasurer—C. M. 
W. Keck, Allentown. The Board of Direct- 
ors has not been chosen. 

The telephone companies consolidated are 
as follows: People’s Telephone Company of 
Wilkesbarre, covering towns in Tiasene 
County; the Anthracite Telephone Company 
of Hazleton, covering Hazleton and towns 
in Luzerne and Carbon Counties; the Slate 
Bel: Telephone Company, Slatington, and 
the surrounding slate regions of Lehigh and 
Northampton; the Lehigh Telephone. Com- 

any of Allentown, Catasauqua, and towns 
n Lehigh County; the Schuylkill Valley 
Telephone ba nan! fe whose plant: 1s now 
being reconstructed, and covers towns in 
Bucks, Schuylkill, and the City of Reading; 
the Lackawanna Teleghone and Telegraph 
Lines of Scranton; the. Inter-State Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, which be- 
gins at Scranton and extends through Pitts- 
ton, Carbondale, Wilkesbarre, azleton, 
Lehighton, Mauch Chunk, Slatington, Al- 
lentown, Norristown, and at Philadelphia 
connects with the Keystone - Telephone 
Company, now erecting its plant in’ Phila- 
delphia.

3:30, the Regatta Committee, seeing that 
it would be impossible to finish the con- 
test, called the race off. 


Columbia started out with the lead, but 
Shamrock, when she was something like 
half a mile behind, found a favorable slant 
of wind, Which enabled her to close the 
gap, and then the transformation of the 
first leg from a beat to a close reach e: 
abled her to pass the Columbia to wind- 
ward and take the lead. When the yachts 
were started the wind was east and ex- 
tremely light. The veriest tyro that ever 
was at sea could tell that it was not the 
sort of a wind to hold true, but to shift 
around to the southward. Nevertheless, 
the Regatta Committee, with unexampled 
promptness, sent the racers. away at ll 
o'clock exactly. 


There was no sea at all, the ocean being 
like a mill pond, and, although the con- 
test could not be completed, some ground 
was afforded for a comparison of the mer- 
its of the two yachts in such weather. Sir 
Thomas Lipton and his friends have said 
that if Shamrock had to sail in a very light 
breeze she would do well only when there 
was no sea. They explained her perform- 
ance last Thursday by pointing out that 
there was altogether too much of a jump 
in the sea to suit her in so light a wind. 
They hold that they do not care how much 
sea there is if there is plenty of wind. 
Their statements seem to have been justi- 
fied by yesterday’s race. 


Shamrock proved herself a competent 
drifter in a smooth sea. She was never far 
enough away from Columbia to be out of 
the race, though for six and a half min- 
utes after the start Columbia had a slant 
of wind which enabled her to look much

THE RACE IN DETAIL. 


Tantalizing Zephyrs Dally Alternately 
with Challenger and Defender 
Throughout the Course. 


The racers were at the lightship at 10 
o’clock, and the Regatta Committee’s boat, 
the Navigator, hoisted the international 
code. flag signifying that the race would 
be triangular. The wind at this time was 
extremely light from the eastward, and 
the tide was at the first of the ebb. The 
swell was very light and from the south- 
east. The sky was partly cloudy, but the 
sun was shining through the rifts. At 10:30 
the committee boat displayed three sets 
of signals, indicating the courses of the 
three legs of the triangle. These sets read 
D C B, east; D F K, south-southwest, half 
west, and D G R, north-northwest, half 
west. If the wind had held true this would 
have made the first leg a beat to wind- 
ward, the second a broad reach with the 
wind two and half points abaft the beam, 
and the third the same, but with the wind 
on the opposite side of the racers. 

The preparatory signal was given at 10:45. 
At this time both yachts were on the east- 
ward of the line, between the committee 
boat and the Sandy Hook lightship and 
running off with their sheets flat. Both 
were under mainsails, clubtopsails, jibs, 
and staysails. One minute after the signal

look fully three points higher than her op- 
ponent, and the slant of wind which caysed 
her to do this lasted her six minutes and a 
half. The wind was shifting southward 
and at this time it enabled Columbia to 
head almost east. It was only a four-knot 
wind, too, and it may be said that at no 
time in the course of the race was the 
breeze better than five knots, while at times 


it was as slow as three. - 
Seeing that the wind was going south- 
ward Shamrock at 11:13:15 went on the 
port tack to climb up the hill down which 
she had been sliding. Columbia followed 
her example at 11:14:20. The American 

yacht now held a course one-quarter of a 

mile further to windward than that of 

Shamrock, and was at the same time some- 

what ahead of her. For some time after 

the tack Columbia had the better of the 
wind, and was able to point higher and foot 
faster than the challenger. At 11:25 the

mest idly on the gentle swells. At 11:21 
the breeze went still further t6 the south- 
ward, and the yachts, making hardly any 
headway, were shaking the -wind out of 
their mainsails at every gentle pitch for- 
ward into the mild and soothing swells, 

The wind now began to haul further 
south, and at 11:26 it had got to be south- 
east. The yachts were heading south. 
Shamrock went on the starboard tack at 
11:32:20. She was now fully half a mile to 
leeward of Columbia. The latter went 
about at 11:33:25, and stood away on the 
starboard tack, heading toward the east- 
erly end of Long Island, which was far 
down below the gray horizon. Columbia, 
being so far to windward, got the benefit of 
every puff, and at 11:35 she ran into a 
fresh slant which sent her off at a fine 
pace. Capt. Sycamore at 11:34:45 went on 
the port tack to try to work up into this 
same slant of wind, which persistently 
hung to windward of his yacht. 

At 11:40 Columbia went on the port tack 
fully half a mile up on the other yacht's 
weather beam. The wind was still so light 
that the American yacht’s mainsail showed 
long running waves as she bowed to the 
gentle swells. The surface of the ocean 
was barely wrinkled by the soft breeze, 
though there were some indications its 
by pg a trifle.

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bia were both heading exactly south, when 
they were supposed to be beating to wind- 
Ward on an easterly course. In other 
words, they had been headed four poinis 
off. With a true easterly wind they shoulda 
have been able to head southeast. At noon 
the two yachts were heading into a spot 
so soft that the water was smooth and 
glistening like oil. When Columbia entered 
this discouraging region her sails fell per- 
fectly slack and hung in festoons, while 
her mast assumed that rigidly upright po- 
sition whieh is very commendable In 
morals, but extremely objectionable in 
yachting. Columbia was now drifting a lit- 
tle off from her high windward berth, and 
her course was lying much nearer io 
Shamrock's than it did fifteen minutes 
earlier. But she was considerably ahead. 
COLUMBIA FEELS FOR WIND. 

At 12:13:30 Barr threw Columbia to the 
Starboard tack, evidently as a feeler for 
wind, but in five minutes he found that the 
results were not satisfactory, and he went 
back at 12:18:30 to the port tack. The ma- 
noeuvre had netted him nothing, and, when 
at 12:20 Shamrock was favored by a puff 
which let her up three points there was 
no doubt that Columbia had made an ap- 
parent rather than a real gain. 

At 12:40:45 Columbia went on the star- 
board tack and Shamrock at once followed. 
The defender was now about half a mile 
ahead of the challenger on the same tack. 
The wind was still a miserable apology 
for a breeze, and the race was little better 
than a drift. Shamrock had her _ entire 
crew along the lee rail in a vain effort ‘o 
get sufficient keel to keep her sails full, 
but she persisted in standing up as straight 
as the proverbial church and showing the 
whole of her dark brown lee side above the 
water. Even Columbia tried the exper!- 
ment of putting her men on the lee side, 
but in spite of that her white hull loomed 
clear against the blue sky of the horizon. 

At 1:05 a narrow slant of wind came in 
from the southeast, and Shamrock got the 
slant first. She began to foot fast, and 
close the gap gradually between her and 
her leader. Columbia luffed out as hard 
as she could to get into it, put by the 
time she reached it, it had softened a little. 
But again it hatdened a trifle and allowed 
her to luff a bit. She was now head- 
ing about northeast by east. At 1:15 Co- 
lumbia went on the port tack and headed 
off across Shamrock’s bows. After tacking 
Columbia hung in the wind, the breeze 
heading her off, and az 1:16:35 she went 
back on the starboard tack. Barr at once 
began to pinch up to get out across Sham- 
rock's bows. Columbia was now about a 
quarter of a mile ahead, Shamrock having 
picked up half of the distance which lay 
between her and the defender half an hour 
earlier. When Columbia was hanging in 
the wind it looked as if Shamrock would 
cross her bows, and only by going back on

went very sowly. arr undertook 
squeeze out across Shamrock’'s bows, but 
Sycamore kept his boat footing and was 
consequently gaining on his rival. The puff 
died away, and once more the wind be- 
came streaky. Smooth ribbons of cool blue 
ran through the darker lacé where the 
wrinkles marked the surface of the sea. 
The yachts had now. been out two hours 
and 25 minutes, and the lightship was still 
in sight from the deckhouse of the Luck- 
enback. One result of the manoeuvres of 
the last half hour was that Shamrock was 
holding a more weatherly course than Co- 
lumbia. 

At 1:31 Shamrock took in her working 
staysail, and at 1:52:12 set a balloon in- 
stead. This sail was cut high on the foot 
and sheeted inside the lee shrouds. At 
1:34 Shamrock wus on Columbia's weather 
beam, and at 1:34:30 she walked out on her 
weather bow. About 45 seconds iater the 
Fnglish yacht was clear out ahead, and 
now she seemed to stop. At 1:38 Columbia 
took in her jibtopsail. At 1:38:45 Shamrock 
took in hers. At 1:39:48 Columbia broke 
out her No. 2 reaching jibtcpsail, and at 
1:41:30 Shamrock set a similar sail. Sham- 
rock’s was considerably larger than Co- 
lumbiz’s, but the latter was now gaining. 
Roth started sheets as the wind let them 
do so. 

At 1:45 the defender was walking through 
Shamrock’s lee, and in half a minute was 
ahead and to leeward. The American yacht 
had a favorable slant. In a few seconds 
the slant worked over to Shamrock, and 
she began to pass Columbia. Both yachts 
had started sheets at the same time as 
they began to shift headsails, and now 
they were having a nip-and-tuck fight on 
a reach for the mark. Experts were puz- 
zied as to the trim of Shamrock’s fore- 
staysail. It certainly looked as if it would 
Jhave done better work outside the rigging, 
for the clew of it was all aback and shunt- 
ing wind against the luff of the mainsail. 

At 1:53 Columbia caught another fine 
slant of wind, and at 1:54 she walked out 
through Shamrock’s lee and got a little 
lead. Shamrock’s jibtopsail seemed -to be 
too large to be helpful in the light wind 
just then. A smaller one would have done 

er more good. However, it seemed to be 
largely a question of slants. As the wind 
helped one or the other, she made some 
gain.

At 2:13 Columbia went on the port tack 
across Shamrock’s stern to hunt for the 
weather berth. The wind headed her very 
far off before her headsails filled, and 
she was far astern when she tacked again. 
At 2:14:45 she returned to the starboard 


tack. She was going so slowly that her 
time in stays was over a minute. It took 
her a long time to gather way again. 
Meanwhile Shamrock was trotting along 
about her business, and holding about as 
good a wind as she had had at any time 
within an hour. 

With Shamrock about 700 yards ahead, 
the two yachts drifted very slowly down 
toward the firet mark. The water to lee- 
ward was all churned into waves by the 
advance of the rear boats in the excursion 
fleet, which were altogether too close to 
the racers at this time. The wind was 
pitifully light, but Shamrock succeeded in 
reaching the mark and rounding it at 
2:41:36. Columbia meanwhile had more 
wind and picked up _ considerably. She 
rounded the mark at 2:44:44. There was no 
great enthusiasm in the fleet. 

Shamrock made no change in her sails, 
but Columbia at 2:48715 took in her jibtop- 
sail and luffed out to try to get on Sham- 
rock's weather. At 2:50:20 Columbia set 
a smaller jibtopsail, a No. 2 Shamrock 
now began to walk further ahead, with a 
nice puff, while Columbia for a time was 
almost stationary, but presently she took 
the breeze and began to move again. 

The result of the drifting first leg of the 
race was that Shamrock had made the beat 
out in 3 hours 41 minutes and 14 seconds, 
while Columbia had required % hours 44 
minutes and 14 seconds. Shamrock’s gain 
therefore was 3 minutes and 20 seconds. 

At 3:16:15 Columbia took in her jibtopsail, 
and at the same instant Shamrock was 
aback. The wind seemed to be moving a 
little further south. At 3:18 Columbia broke 
out a baby jibtopsail. Shamrock at 3:19:20 
dro d her balloon forestaysail, and at 

: set a working sail in its place. She 
still clung to her big reaching jibtopsail, 
though it was evidently setting her a trifle 
to leeward. But Sycamore probably thought 
ft worth while to lose a trifle in pointing 
in order that he might gain more in speed. 
Later on, if he wished, he could haul up 
for the mark, provided the wind did not 
go around further and head him off. The 
challenger was certainly footing a little 
faster than the defender. With the wind 
as it was now—south by east—the yachts 
would certainly have to make a tack to 
fetch the second mark. They were head- 
ing about 3 points to leeward of their 
course. 

At 3:35 Shamrock was broken off still 
further by the wind, and actually appeared 
to be going home. And so she was, for at 
3:38 the Navigator fired a gun and broke 
out the international code letter R, which 
meant that the race was off. Sycamore 
had seen'the flag go up in the cap and had 
headed off without waiting for it to break 
out. The committee gave the signal be- 
cause there was no possibility of going even 
as far as the second mark before the ex- 
piration of the time limit. 

At the time of the stopping of the race 
Shamrock was half a mile ahead of Colum- 
bia, and had gone about five miles on the 
second leg of the course.

Not a single relief was 
there to make up for the spiritless exhi- 
bition, not even the usual large gathering 
of yachts and steamers that heretofore 
has made the races spectacularly interest-

Oy the previous days each column of the 
patro}] fleet was headed by a revenue cut- 
ter, and the fact that the Corsair yesterday 
took the place of the cutter Windom in 
front of the left column, giving the cutter 
second place, caused much discussion 
among naval men. The Corsair was sup- 
posedly in command of Lieut. H. D. Hinck- 
ey, who, by the precedence of that vessel, 
was placed in a position which practically 
gave him outhority over the Captains of 
the cutttrs in the column. 

The fleet of sidewheelers and ocean 
steamers arrived at the course later than 
usual, but the Monmouth kept up her rec- 
ord by being on the scene first of all. As 
the yachts crossed over the line most of 
the big steamers were on hand, but little 
enthusiasm was manifested, the wind being 
so light as to make the prospects for a race 
exceedingly poor. On the! Walter Lucken- 
bach, the committee boat, with members of 
the press aboard, some of the photographers 
stretched themselves on the deck early in 
the race with requests to be awakened 
when anything of interest threatened. 
Others borrowed fishing lines from the 
crew and whiled away the time by ang- 
ling. After a few hours time hung no less 
heavy on the excursion boats, which were 
waiting only for the gun from the Regatta 
Committee tug Navigator to signal that the 
race was off. 

The Shinnecock, with her guard rails list- 
ed under water with the weight of the 
crowd on board, enlivened things for a while 
by paying extra attention to Sir Thomas 
Lipton, who, standing on the bridge of his 
yacht, was the centre of interest to the 
visitors. As the Shinnecock drew near the

PATROL BOATS KEPT BUSY. 


Private Yachts Showed a Disposition 


to Get Too Near the Racers. 

Keeping the course for the Shamrock and 
the Columbia clear and the fleet of accom- 
panying craft at a distance to leeward, 
where they could not interfere with the 
competing yachts, was more difficult, yes- 
terday than it has been in the present se- 
ries of races. The big crowded excursion 
steamships were not the offenders. The 
private yachts needed constant watching. 
Stokers on the United States revenue cutter 
Gresham, the leader of the patrolling boats, 
were kept busy making up for the steam 
exhausted in warning toots. 

When the revenue boats made their start 
from off St. George there was a light mist 
over the water that did not promise well 
for a windy day, but as they arrived at the 
lightship a breeze came to clear away the 
vapor, so that the surface of the water was 
clean and clear. There was one very bad 
omen, commented upon seriously by the 
sailors of the Gresham. The forecastle cat, 
called Reddy, although she is snow white, 
was not on the deck to.sun herself, and this 


meant that there could be no breeze suffi- 
cient for a race. The messenger boats dart- 
ed here and there with instructions, their 
flapping flags appearing to the uninitiated 
to indicate that there was wind in plenty. 
With the exception of the sailors, every one 
seemed confident of a race, for they had 
not re ig of the cat which would not come 
on daeck, 

Just after the start the big Cymric came 
sweeping through the fleet, her passen- 
gers crowding the rail, waving their hats 
and handkerchiefs, as she saluted with fog 
horn and flag the contesting yachts and 
the various craft of the excursion fleet. 
The Scout, acting as a dispatch boat, was 
sent hurrying among the yachts to drive 
them to leeward, for they kept encroaching, 
and it was difficult to say which was the 
most flagrant offender. The idea seemed 
to have taken possession of their Captains 
that their positions should be within speak- 
~~ pai of the Columbia and the Sham- 
rock. 

Of the excursion fleet the Angler was the 
only one needing distinct warning, and, 
though she seemed reluctant to obey, yet 
she offended but once. It took more than 
one warning to keep the private yachts 
clear of the course, and the Scout had so 
much work to do that at the first mark 
it was necessary for her to report to Com- 
mander Thomas D. Walker that she was 
disabled, but woulg be able to get back to 
Sandy Hook without assistance. She was 
sucgeeded by the Mirage with Cornelius 
Varillerbilt at the wheel. 

As the Shamrock and the Columbia neared 
the first mark Gov. Odell, aboard the rev- 
enue cutter Onondaga, saw afar off a 
streak of bottle green that meant a breeze, 
and the cutters gignaled to one another the 
discovery of the Governor. 

Half way on the second leg the fleet 
turned homeward to rush to the city with 
the disappointed enthusiasts. There were 
many smart brushes, but no collisions.

SAYS RACE SHOWED NOTHING. 


Never Resembled a Real One, E. D. 
Morgan Declares—No Change in 


Columbia’s ; Sails. 

E. D. Morgan, managing owner of the 
Columbia, in commenting upon the «on- 
test last night said: 

‘“*To-day’s race cannot be discussed from 
the point of the critic. It was merely a 
succession of flukes and never resembled 
a real race. The challenger merely was 
more fortunate than Columbia in catching 
the fitful puffs of wind. I regret extreme- 
ly the outcome because we were all anxious 
to see what the boats would do on the tri- 
angular course. But as it is, we are no 


wiser to-night than before. So far as I 
am able to say there will be no change in 
the defender’s sails. The present suit is 
quite satisfactory.” 

Capt. Barr was extremely reticent. No 
expression could be obtained from him upon 
any point further than regret over the mis- 
erable racing weather. No changes were 
contemplated, he said, in the matter of 
sails. 

Commodore $8, Nicholson Kane said that 
no alteration would be made just yet in 
the arrangement whereby the races are 
sailed every alternate day. If any change 
is made, it will be by arrangement between 
the Challenge Committee of the New York 
Yacht Club and representatives of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht Club, It is possible 
that some sort of a meeting may held 
to-day. The next race, however, will not 
be sailed until to-morrow. 

There was no talk about big afids on the 
Columbia at the clubhouse last night. In 
fact, there is a very decided feeling that 
the cup is in danger, and a very close 
struggle is looked for in all the races. 


SATISFACTION IN LONDON. 


Belief that Shamrock’s Form Is_ Im- 
proving—Her Chances of Winning 
Regarded as Brighter. 
LONDON, Oct. 2.—The crowds on the 
Thames Embankment and elsewhere watch- 
ing the bulletins about the yacht race las. 
night were much smaller than the crowds 
of Saturday night, owing to the rain and 
the great disappointment following Satur- 

day’s result. 
The morning papers indulge in compara- 
tively little comment on the performances 


of the Shamrock II. and Columbia yester- 
day, although the race is held td confirm 
the impression that the challenger would 
show better on the triangular course, and 
is apparently improving her form, her work 
in yesterday's light airs giving great satis- 
faction. 

“Tt looks as ff she were only beginning 
to show her best form,'’ says The Daily 
Graphic. ‘If that is so, the abortive races 
may prove in the end to have been stepping 
stones to victory.” 

It is generally conceded that Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s prospects of “lifting’’ the cup 
look brighter. Mr. Hamilton, editor of 
The Yacntsman, wfio ts a well-known ex- 
pert and designer, has declared in an p- 
terview that he thinks the chances of the 
challenger winning the cup are “ remark- 
ably good, previded she gets only ordinary 
luck, although with a strong wind aft the 
Columbia is a marvelously fast vessel.” 

Mr. Hamil expressed the opinion that 
the Shamrock II. would be seen at her best 
when the wind was just strong enough for 
her to carry her yard topsail on the 
wind, but not psail. ** Under such 
conditions,”’ J Hamilton, “I be- 
lieve she would Columbia over any 
course. 
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SUGGESTS A RACE DAILY 


Sir Thomas Lipton Thinks This the 
Best Way to End Suspense. 


Is as Confident of Victory as Ever— 


Considers No Yachtsman in Amer- 
ica the Equal of Capt. Barr. 


Yesterday was awhite day on board the 
white steam yacht Erin that carried Sir 
Thomas Lipton and his hundred or more 
of loyal friends’ and champions of the 
bronze-hulled ‘Shamrock. Notwithstanding 
the fact that'the boom of the signal gun 
ended the race of'the two rivals for the 
cup long before ‘the finish line was reached 
they rejoicéd, for they had seen the chal- 
lenger further ahead of her rival than 
she had ever been before, 

They saw still another sight that led 
Sir Thomas Lipton to remark to his friends 
that the American people were the great/ 
est sportsmen in the world. The Sham- 
rock had moved majestically forward from 
far in the rear, until at last her jib- 
boom emerged slowly from behind the 
great white jib of the American boat. At 
this instant a huge excursion boat loomed 
alongside ‘the Erin, and from the great 
black mass of passengers on her many 
decks there eame,.three cheers for the 
challenger and three cheers for her owner. 
Then the band ‘of the excursion steamer 
struck up. ‘*The Wearing of the Green.”’ 
The Erin's ‘passengers with one accord 
turned and responded vociferously to this 
tribute., Sir Thomas twirled his cap above 
his head and'led the cheering. 

The decks of the Erin were scenes of en- 
thusiasm and excitement from the bridge 
where’ the expert spectators at the great 
game exulted down through the ranks of 
the patriotic uninitiated, down to the pan- 
tries and fire rooms. The small sized me- 
nagerie of mascots _. carried on the steam 
yacht seemed to catch the infection and all 
four of the dogs began fighting enthusias- 
tically while the green chicken was heard 
to attempt to crow .and the two parrots 
shouted from their cages. 

There were so.many movements in the 
race to arouse the enthusiasm of the par- 
tisans of the Shamrock that there was lit- 
tle time during the afternoon prior to 
the calling off of the race when ap- 

lause was not heard, At the end of it all 

owever, Sir Thomas declared that while 
he was jubilant over the result of the con- 
test as far as it went he did not look upon 
it as a victory for the Shamrock. 

‘IT don’t see that there was anything in 
the race,”’ he said, ‘‘ that we could come 
to an absolute decision on. There was too 
much fluking and, while at the end the 
Shamrock was leading about ten minutes, 
or about half a mile, it was anybody’s race. 
It was nothing to brag about. It was noth- 
ing more than the Columbia did last Thurs- 
day. Of course, I am gratified, however, 
for after reading the newspaper accounts 
of last Thursday’s proceedings I felt that 
if what the newspaper critics said was 
correct I might just as well pack up and 
go back to England so far as my chances 
of winning a race went. However, lL 
thought I would stay and try a few more 
times,” and Sir Thomas smiled slyly. 

‘*To-day was a day of fluky winds,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ but I think that, contrary to 
last Thursday’s flukes, each yacht got 
about the same amount of wind. I say 
now, as I have always said, that the Sham- 
rock wants a good stiff wind to put up her 
race, but you see that she can also do some- 
thing in light airs. The Shamrock crawled 
up on that long starboard tack going to 
eastward. Columbia tried to make the tack 
and failed. She paid the penalty in lost 
ground. Again she tried it and failed and 
lost again. ‘Jhat’s about all there is to it— 
for me to say. 

‘In the matter of fishing for wind the 
two boats were equally well managed. They 
were handled to the best of the ability of 
the best seamen of both countries. I want 
to say right here that I do not consider 
any yachtsman in America the equal of 
Capt. Barr of the Columbia. And I do not 
believe that any man can beat Capt. Syca- 
more. But what the public saw to-day was 
not a fair test of either boat. Whatever 
may he the final result of the races, I am 
satisfied that neither boat will have had a 
walkover.”’ 

Sir Thomas was asked what he thought 
of the ultimate result now as a betting 
proposition. 

*“*T never bet,’’ he said, “‘ but were I a 
betting man I would bet on the Shamrock 
at even money, even though she has one 
notch against her.” 

Sir Thomas here broached the subject of 
racing every day until the contest is de- 
cided. 

“TIT am going to consult my men about it 
to-night,’” he said, ‘‘and I believe that if 
the New York Yacht Club should make the 
offer, I could see my way clear to accepting 
it. Personally I am entirely in favor of 
racing every day, with the proviso that in 
case of accident the injured yacht be given 
time to repair. I think the public is anx- 
ious to have the races over with, and I cer- 
tainly would like to do away with the sus- 
pense of these off days.”’ 

Speaking of the extraordinary ovation 
given him by passing excursion craft, not 
only after the contest had been declared off, 
but almost constantly after the Shamrock 
had taken the lead, Sir Thomas said: 

“That shows you what sporting people 
the Americans are. They are willing to 
give the visiting contestant every chance, 
and are quick to give every honor to the 
victor, even though the vanquished is their 
own. If I should fail to win the cup, this 
opinion will not change. I want also to say 
again that the course for the races is the 
finest in the world.” 

The party on the Erin was considerably 
larger than on the previous racing day, 
and included, besides men and women di- 
rectly from England, Scotland, Ireland, and 
Canada, a considerable number of American 
guests. The guest of honor among those of 
America was probably Col. Butler Ames, 
the present owner of the America, the orig- 
inal winner of the cup, who was present 
with Mrs. Ames and their two daughters.

went down to:dinner with the belief that 
the Shamrock was getting still further to 
the rear, and all ‘were astounded a short 
time later by Sir Thomas himself, who 
took his. stand at the head of the table, 
marine glass: in: hand, and said: 

* Ladies and gentlemen, as I have always 
told vou, the weather to-day is decidedly 
not Shamrock weather; it is really not fit 
for anv racing yacht. I don't believe the 
race will be finished, but you may be glad 
to know that the Shamrock is now in the 
lead.” : ° 

The guests broke into cheers. Gen. 
Charles Tracy was quickly deputed to toast 
Sir Thomas and the glasses went round 
amid cheers,.while some of the more eager 
ones went up on deck to see how the won- 
derful transformation in the relative posi- 
tion of the racers had been brought about. 
Sir Thomas, responding to the toast, said 
among other things: 

“It's @ race of. flukes, and while, of 
course; I want to win, I don’t want to win 
through flukes: I want to see the best 
boat win.” . 

As Sir.Thomas was bidding his friends 
good-bye he let: them into a secret. He 
pulled #-rabbit’s: foot from his pocket and 
held it up triumphantly. ‘‘I couldn't lose 
with this,’ he said.

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MAYOR OF NEWARK 
NOMINEE FOR GOVERNOR 


Stormy Scenes in the Democratic 
Convention at Trenton. 


Final Stampede for James M. Seymour— 
The Forces of ex-Senator Smith 
Defeated. 


TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 1.—Mayor James 
M. Seymour of Newark was nominated to- 
day as the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor of New Jersey in a convention that 
at times was turbulent in the extreme, but 
which, for all that, was freer from displays 
of ill-temper than is frequently the case 
with State Conventions. Mayor Seymour 
was nominated on the second ballot. 

The first voting showed that the Sey- 
mour and anti-Seymour forces were almost 
evenly divided, and had the anti-Seymour 
leaders been able to concentrate their vote 
on a single candidate they might have 
won. However, there was a strong under- 
current among the delegates for Seymour, 
and it was only through the generalship of 
the leaders of the anti-Seymour forces 
that their delegates were kept in line. 

The nomination of Mayor Seymour: was 
recognized as a defeat for ex-United 
States Senator Smith and his forces, and 
as a victory for Edward F, C. Young ond 
Robert Davis of Hudson County and Col. 
E. L. Price of Essex County. 

From the time the delegates began to 
arrive last night until a few minutes be- 
fore the voting began late this afternoon 
both sides professed confidence in winning, 
but their actions indicated that they were 
not without some misgivings. The Sey- 
mour men did the most shouting, while 
the anti-Seymour people relied upon the 
generaiship of their leaders to win. 

The anti-Seymour people made an effort 
to concentrate their vote on ex-Congress- 
man Thomas M. Ferrell of ‘Gloucester 
County,, and succeeded to the extent of 
securing for him on the first ballot 480 
votes, which was only eight less than the 
vote given to Seymour. There were 1,143 
delegates in the convention, and on the 
second ballot the scattering vote went 
largely to Seymour and accomplished his 
nomination. 

State Chairman Gourley called the con- 
vention to order about 12:30 and named 
ex-Judge Robert S. Woodruff of ‘Mercer 
4s temporary Chairman. Chairman Wo6d- 
rurf was escorted to the platform by _ex- 
Senators Van Derbilt of Mercer and Win- 
ton of Bergen. 

The Chairman began his address with a 
reference to the assassination of President 
McKinley. He said, in part: 

‘“‘To the Nation and to the family of the 
stricken President we tender our deepest 
sympathy and condemn in bitterest terms 
the murderer and his diabolical crime. 

‘Anarchism must be rooted from this 
land and Democrats and Republicans must 
and will join hands in the passage of laws 
so stringent that heresy shall be driven 
from our shores, 

‘Immigration !aws should be so framed 
that one holding anarchistic sentiments 
should never set foot within our borders. 

*One lesson taught by thist awful trag- 
edy is the perfect unity of the Nation; 
there was no North, no South, no East, no 
West, no Democrat, no Republican, no 
Catholic, no Protestant, no Jew, no en- 
tile; all were one in their grief and sym- 
pathy for the stricken family.” 

At the close of Judge Woodruff's speech 
the band played ‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee.’ The assemblage arose and sang the 
words of the hymn. 

The first real tumult of the convention 
occurred when the list of counties was be- 
ing called for on the different committees. 
The call proceeded orderly until Essex was 
reached. Elvin W. Crane, the candidate 
three years ago for Governor, and an anti- 
Seymourite, to whom County Chairman 
Nugent had given credentials, arose as 
Chairman of the Essex delegation to pre- 
sent the names for Kssex representation on 
the different committees. Joseph R. Buch- 
anan, a Seymour delegate, arose to present 
the names selected by the Seymour men. 
Immediately there was a disturbance. 

Chairman Woodruff could not obtain or- 
der, and the band was finally ordered to 
begin playing. The Chairman then ordered 
Essex passed for the time, and directed 
the Secretary to proceed with the roll call 
of the other counties. 

Mr. Crane sought to get the Chairman's 
ear, but the Seymour men set up a shout, 
and for five minutes Crane could not be 
heard, although Chairman Woodruff had 
recognized him. Finally Mr. Crane man- 
aged to be heard long enough to say that 
the list he presented was of delegates hav- 
‘ng credentials, and they were possessed 
of a prima facie right to seats in the con- 
vention. : 

‘You're a liar!’’ came from a few of the 
delegates. 


Finally Chairman Woodruff decided the 


point made by Mr. Crane as well taken, the, 


result of which decision gave the anti-Sey- 
mour men the Essex representation on the 
Committee on Credentials and Permanent 
Organization. Cheérs for Crane followed, 
and then began more disorder. 

Chairman Woodruff seemed to be help- 
less. The Hudson delegates Hfted Con- 
gressman McDermott to the platform. He 
was recognized by the Chairman, and 
spoke in favor of the_adoption of a motion 
made by ex-Senator Edwards, also of Hud- 
son, that the Essex case be referred to the 
Committee on Credentials. _ 

Finally State Chairman Gourley had to 
take the gavel out of Chairman Woodruff's 
hands. He said that every man who wished 
to speak must be heard, and he appealed 
to the Hudson delegates to keep quiet. 

Amid great confusion Chairman Wood- 
ruff, without changing his original ruling, 
declared a recess until 3 o'clock. 

It was nearly 4 o’clock when the con- 
vention was called to order after the noon 
recess. 

The Committee on Permanent Organiza- 
tion reported in favor of State Chairman 
Gourley being made permanent Chairman. 
The committee’s report was adopted with- 
out oppositon. : 

The Committee on Credentials not being 
ready to report, the Committee on Resolu- 
tions reported, through Addison Ely. The 
piatform is confined to State issues. After 
deploring the assassination of President 
Mckinley, it condemns the “ partisan con- 
trol of legislation by the Republican State 
Committee,” and then closes as follows: 

“The conduct of public affairs by the 
Republican Party has been expensive, in- 
competent, and conducted without regard to 
the interests of the State. Every effort has 
been made to fasten upon.this State perma- 
nent Republican rule..,J¢ has for its own 
selfish purpose destroyed in the cities of 
the State the opportunity of our fellow- 
citizens to conduct their local elections.’’ 

The roll of counties was called for the 
presentation of names for Governor. “Ex- 
Assemblyman Van Syckel nominated ex- 
Congressman Ferrell, who, he said, had 
served his party and the ee well. 

fx-Prosecutor Eckard P. Budd of Bur- 
lington nominated Mayor Seymour, who, he 
said, was the candidate .of no county, but 
of the great mass of Democratic yoterg 
throughout the State. 

When the first ballot was taken it stood: 
Seymour, 488; Ferrell, 480; Braun, 91; Car- 

w, 68; Martine, 22; necessary to a choice, 
574. 

On the second ballot Seymour gained 56 
votes, most of which came through_ his 
getting the entire vote of Morris and War- 
ren Counties. Ferrell only lost 11 votes, 
but Seymour was within 80 votes of the

Mr. Seymour was born in New York City 
about sixty years ago. He learned- the 
trade of mechanical engineer at the Nov- 
elty Iron Works in New York. On ‘the 
expiration of his apprenticeship he cume 
to Newark, and was placed in charge of 
the designing department of the Newark 
Machin Company. In 1862 he. went. to 
the works of the Sharps Company at Hart- 
ford, Conn., and superintended the manur 
facture of. the machinery for the Ovédio 
(Spain) Arsenal. He next went to Bosten 
and designed machinery for a gun-making 
plant there. He returned to New Jersey 
to become Superintendent for the New Jer- 
sey Arms and Ordnance Company of Tren- 
ton. In 1865 he was back in Newark again, 
and formed the firm of Seymour & Whit- 
lock, machinists, and the firm still con- 


tinues the business. eu 

He was a member of the Newark--Aque- 
duct Board, 1884-7, United States Conimis- 
sioner to Spain, appointed by President 
Cleveland, 1888; State Supervisor of Pris- 
ons, by appointment of Gov. Abbett, 1891; 
candidate: for Alderman on Democratic 
ticket’ {in the Eighth Ward, 1895. — Gov. 
Werts appointed him a member of the 
State Board of Education in. 1894,..and 
he has been regularly appointed to succeed 
himself ever since. 

He ran for Mayor in 1804 and. was de- 
feated by Mayor Lebkeucher, although he 
ran 1,0 ahead of his ticket.

SAMPSON CONTRADICTED 
IN THE SCHLEY COURT 


Capt. Sigsbee Denies. State- 
ments Made by the Rear 
Admiral. 


Also Says Scout Ships Discovered Span- 
ish Ships After Schley Did—A 
Civilian Tells. of the 
Brooklyn's Loop. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The most. sen- 
sational incident of the day at the Schley 
Court .of Inquiry was a flat-footed. im- 
peachment of the veracity of Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson by Capt. Charles D. Sigs- 
bee, who was on the stand. Mr. Rayner 
read parts of a letter from Admiral Samp- 
son to Secretary Long in which Sampson 
charged Schley with maintaining a block- 
ade twenty-five miles from shore and gave 
Sigsbee as his authority. Sigsbee ,was 
asked wheiher he had ever made any such 
statement to:anybody and replied emphat- 
feally that he had not. The twenty-five- 
mile charge seems to have originated in 
this letter, a part of which is as follows: 

“IT am informed by Capt. Sigsbee of the 
St. Paul that he.saw two Spanish. vessels 
and two torpedo boats near the mouth of 
the Harbor of Santiago while passing, and 
that at the same time Commodore Schley 
was blockading the port at a distance of 
twenty-five miles to the westward of the 

harbor.”’ 

Sampson further asserted in this letter 
to Mr. Long that it was Sigsbee who dis- 
covered the Spanish vessels near the mouth 
of the harbor, and that Schley was twenty- 
five miles away at the time. Sigsbee dis- 
posed of this charge by saying that Schley 
discovered the Spaniards fully twenty min- 
Hites before he (Sigsbee) did. The Court 
however, pursuing its policy of keeping 
Sampson's name out of the inquiry, refused 
to allow the letter in evidence. 

“The witnesses of the day were Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, Thomas M. Dieuaide, a news- 
paper correspondent; Capt. Sigsbee, and 
Chief Yeoman Gustave E. Becker, who 
was Rear Admiral Sampson's writer during 
the war. Rear Admiral Evans testified 
that when he sailed to join Schley at Cien- 
fnegos, having been told of the McCalla 
gpecret code by Capt. Chadwick, he was not 
_@irected by Chadwick to. inform Schley of 
it. He also quoted a remark made to him 
by Commodore Schley, which supports that 
officer’s version of his reconnoissance of 
the Colon and the shore batteries. 

Schley remarked during the conference 
of commanding officers on May 29 that he 

felt the country held him responsible that 
the ships should not be risked under the 
Tire of the shore batteries until the Span- 
ish fleet was destroyed. 
~ Mr. Dieuaide was on the Texas as a news- 
paper correspondent during the battle, and 
he added to the already long list of re- 
marks said to have been made by Capt. 
Philip at the time of the loop. He said 
Capt. Philip pointed to the Brooklyn and 
said: 

“ Look at that fellow going out to sea.” 

Mr. Rayner tried to ascertain how it was 
that. Lieut. Commander Heilner, who was 
standing beside Capt. Philip at that mo- 
ment, and who gave a very complete re- 
port of Philip's utterances on that occasion, 
had apparently not. remembered this re- 
mark, but Mr. Dieuaide could not help him. 
Mr. Dieuaide told of the danger the Texas 
was in from the Brooklyn's loop: Mr. 
Rayner wanted to, know why it was that 
Dieuaide had failed t6 say anything about 
tt in his account of the battle in which 
credit was given to the Brooklyn for good 
work, but in which there is no reference 
to the loop. Dieuaide explained that after 
the ‘battle Capt. Philip said to him: ‘“‘ Make 
everything nice for everybody.” 

- Philip did not, however, say anything to 
him about leaving the loop out of his 
account of the fight. 

_. Capt. Sigsbee, who commanded the scout 
St. Paul, testified that he did not tell Schley 
the Spaniards were in Santiago. He did 
-not know they were until Schley discovered 
them on May 29. On that very morning he 
saw some vessels to the westward and 
thought they might be the Spaniards going 

to Santiago. He hastened forward and 

found the ships were Schley’s. On the way 
he saw the Spaniards in the harbor and 
reported this to Schley, -but found that the 

Commodore already knew it. 

This demonstrates that the scouts at San- 
_tiago-did not know Cervera was there, 

and disposes of the charge that Schley 
learned it from them. The scouts at San- 
tiago never found out anything about the 
Spaniards, Sigsbee testified, and he never 
did anything to find out except to be ex- 
tremely watchful. He never told Schley 
that Cervera was there. 
- Capt. Sigsbee also testified that on May 
26 the sea was better than it had been for 
two days, but it would still have been hard 
work to coal from a collier. Sch‘.y claims 
that he could not coal at sea on these 
days, and that it was his shortness of coal 
that causeg him to make his “ retrograde 
movement.”’

COUNCIL OF COMMANDERS. 


“ Yesterday,” said Mr. Rayner; “I was 
speaking of a conversation which I thought 
you had at Guantanamo on July 5. I find 
I have made a mistake about that, and it is 
necessary for me to repeat my question. Il 


suppose you will answer In the same way.” 
He then asked: ; : 

“Did you have a conversation with Com- 
modore Schley on July 4, some time during 
the morning, between 8 and 12 o'clock, on 
his flagship at Santiago, in the course_of 
which you used language as follows: ‘ Did 
you know that Jack Philip started to run 
away at the beginning of the battle,’ and to 
which Commodore Schley replied: * You are 
mistaken about that, Evans. I saw noth- 
ing of the kind.. The Brooklyn made a turn, 
and you must see the tactical situation that 
made it necéssary’?” 

‘*I do not remember being on board the 
Brooklyn on the 4th of July. I think it 
was the 5th, at Guantanamo, I am quite 
positive I was not on board the Brooklyn 
off Santiago but once, and that was a long 
time before that. As to that conversation, 
I never said anything to the effect that 
Capt. Philip had run away or attempted to 
run away. 

“On thinking over last night what did oc- 
cur with reference to the Texas, I think 
Commodore Schley and I discussed the po- 
sition. of the Texas when the fight began. 
The Texas‘was lying with her head to the 
east when the engagement began, and she 
turned with starboard helm and headed off 
in the same direction as the rest of us. She 
fired. first with her port battery, and then 
put her helm to starboard and headed in 
the same direction with the rest of the 
ships. I. think that question I discussed 
with Commodore Schley. I cannot be sure 
of it, but that I ever intimated that Capt. 
Philip attempted to run away with the 
Texas is preposterous on the face of it.”’ 

“Did you have a conversation with him 
on the same day, at the same place and at 
the same hour, or at any other place, in 
which you used substantially the following 
language: ‘I shot the bow off the Pluton, 
the-stern off tne Furor, eg my helm to 
starboard, and raked the Teresa and 
knocked out the Viscaya’?”’ 

“To thé best of my knowledge and belief 
I never used such language.”’ 

“Were not the commanding officers 
called on board the flagship Brooklyn by 
signal on the morning of May 29 after the 
Colonfwas discovered? ’”’ 

“They were.”’ 

“ Can you tell me or do you recall what 
took place at the conference of the com- 
mandiig officers at that time?’’ 

‘‘Commodore Schley was in the cabin of 
the Brooklyn when we assembled, and 
there was a general talk about the Spanish 
tieet having been located at last at San- 
tiago. I do not recollect any special con- 
ference. I do not think it was in the 
nature of a conference. 1 do not recollect 
now that the officers were asked to ex- 
press any opinion. I remember having a 
conversation with Commodore Schley about 
the effect of the fighting batteries on the 
ships, in which I told him of the experi- 
ence we had had at San Juan and ex- 
pressed the opinion to him that it was not 
worth while to risk ~~“ fighting shore 
batteries alore; that I did not think any- 
thing would be gained by it. 


A PLAN OF BATTLE. 

‘In the case under consideration the 
Spanish ships were present in the harbor. 
The conditions were changed, and we would 
have to take the risk of the fire from the 
batteries in order to get at them. I re- 


member Commodore Schley remarking be- 
fore we left that he felt that the country 
held him responsible; that the ships should 
not be risked under the fire of the shore 
batteries until the Spanish fleet was de- 
stroyed.”’ 

‘*T want to call your attention,’”’ Mr. Ray- 
ner then said *‘to the report of Capt. Me- 
Calla of the Marblehead on Page 426 of the 
appendix, which says: *Commodore Schley 
explaired to the commanding officers that 
in case the €panish ships came out he 
wished to concentrate the batteries of all 
our ships on a portion of those of the ene- 
my. This was not explained as a tactical 
concentration of our whole {fcrce on a part 
of the enemy, tut as a division of our 
whole fire on several of the enemy’s ships. 
During the time the commanding officers 
were on board the flagship Capt. Evans 
asked Commodore Schley if it were his in- 
tention to steam at the enemy’s ships in 
case they should start to come out. Com- 
modore Schley answered, ‘‘ Certainly,’’ and 
added words indicative of his intention to 
attack them us they came out of ihe nar- 
row defile?’ ”’ 

‘*1 recollect it perfectly.” 

“Is that a correct statemert?” 

‘“‘That is correct.’’ 

“So there was a plan of battle arranged 
by Commodore Schley, was there not?” 

“There is nothing there to indicate 
from what you have read.” 

‘“Was not that the same order that was 
afterward given by the Commander’ in 
Chief, substantially: ‘Close in toward 
harbor entrance and attack them’?” 

‘*You have not read anything about in- 
dicating any plan of battle.” 

Mr. Rayner—And added the words (read- 
ing:) ‘Indicative of his intention to at- 
tack them as they came out.” 

‘“‘T want to read you two reports,”’ con- 
tinued Mr. Rayner; ‘“‘ your report of the 
engagement of the Spanish squadron, and 
I would would like you to tell me whether 
there is any conflict between them, and if 
there is, which one of these statements, in 
your judgment, now is correct, (reading:) 
‘ After having passed at 10:35 the Oquendo 
and Maria Teresa, on fire and ashore, this 
vessel continued to chase and fire upon 
the Viscaya until 10:36, when signal to 
cease firing was sounded on board, it hav- 
ing been discovered thit the Viscaya had 
struck her colors.’ That was at 10:36 in 
your report. 

‘‘Now I want to read from the report of 
the Commander in Chief, (reading:) ‘The 
Viscaya was still under the fire of the 
leading vessels, the Cristobal Colon had 
drawn ahead, leading the chase, and soon 
passed beyond the range of the guns of the 
leading American ships. The Viscaya was 
soon set on fire, and at 11:15 she turned 
in shore, and was beached at Aserraros, 
fifteen miles from Santiago, burning 
fiercely,’ &c."’ 

“T have no doubt you read it correctly.” 

“Which of these is correct? If there 
is a conflict between the Commander in 
Chief as to the time that the Viscaya went 
ashore and your report, yours at 10:36 and 
his at 11:15, it becomes a material point 
to us which one of these specifications is 
correct.’’ 

“The time given in that report of mine 
was furnished by the navigator and ex- 
ecutive officer of the ship. I, of course, 
did not take the time.” 


° HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS. 


Mr. Rayner then questioned the witness 
as to the speed the Iowa was making when 
the Oquendo and the Maria Teresa went 
ashore. The witness replied that he could 
only say the ship was going as fast as they 
could make her go. He thought she must 


have been going nine and a half knots 
an hour. In this connection Mr. Rayner 
asked a number of questions intended to 
show that the Admiral’s official reports 
and his. present statements as to speeu 
were not consistent. Mr. Rayner’s point 
was that the official report showed, ac- 
cording to measurements, that the Iowa 
had made eight miles in half an hour, but 
the Admiral said that while.this might he 
true, according to the land measurements, 
it must be borne in mind that he was run- 
ning a course at sea. 

Admiral Evans was also questioned as to 
his statement concerning the distance the 
blockading vessels were out at night. He 
said yesterday that the vessels of the 
blockading squadron were further out at 
night than during the day, and Mr. Rayner 
read a previous statement from him to the 
effect that ‘‘at daylight we cloged in.’’ 

This, the witness said, was the exact fact, 
that after being out further at night the 
vessels came in closer at daylight. He 
said that in steaming back and forth at 
night the vessel just ahead could be seen, 
but not the vessel at the head of the col- 
umn. The Marblehead, further in, could 
be occasionally seen, but the Vixen, never. 

“While before Cienfuegos or on the way 
to Santiago, did you have any orders for 
battle?’’ asked Mr. Hanna, in redirect ex- 
amination. 

“No,” responded the witness. ‘“‘ We 
Sones in column with flankers on each 
side.”’ pews » 

“Had you any instructions as to what 
to do in case the enemy should appear?”’ 

“We had not.” 

Admiral, Evans was then excused, and 
Thomas M. Dieuaide, a newspaper corre- 
spondent, who was on board the Texas 
during the Santiago campaign, was called. 
Mr. evafde said that when the battle of 
Santiago began he had been in the room of 
the junior officers of the ship, and had 
immediately gone on the bridge with Capt. 
Philip, remaining there until the Captain 
had gone to the ‘lower bridge with him. 
There he had remained until] the chase of 
the Colon began. He had at the time made 
notes of the battle, and these he read. The 
Texas was then, he said, heading in the 
genera] direction of the Spanish fleet. 

Mr. Hanna—Did you see the Brooklyn at 
any. time after the battle began? 

‘“*T saw the Brooklyn about ten or fifteen 
minutes after the battle began.”’ 

“Was that the first time you saw her 
during the action?”’ 

“I saw her before, in the morning.” 

“Where was she when you first saw 
her, with respect te the Texas?’’ 

“Off the port bow of the Texas.” 

“How far away?” 

‘*I’ would not like to make an estimate 
of the distanée.”

He said that in obedience to orders from 
Capt. Wise, who was his commanding of- 
ficer. he had proceeded to the vicinity of 
Santiago, arriving there on May 21. He 
told of taking oard the Cuban pilot 
Nunez, and said that he did not have great 
confidence in that individual. His instruc- 
tions were to report to Commodore Schley 
that the Spanish squadron probably was 
in Santiago harbor. He fell in with ihe 
Flying Squadron on the evening of May <6, 
the squadron then being twenty or twen- 
ty-five miles south of Bantiage. He had 
reported to Commodore Schley that 
“knew nothing positively ’’ about 
Spanish fleet. 

He was then asked if he had expressed 
his behef Yo Commodore Schley that Cer- 
vera’s fleet was not in the harbor, as re- 
ported later by Commodore Behley. A con- 
troversy arose over the admissibility of tne 
question, and the court took a recess for 
luncheon before receiving the reply of the 
witness. When the court reconvened, Mr. 
Hanna repeated his question, asked before 
recess, quoting from Admiral Schley’s re- 
port of Feb. 18, 1809, the sentence reading: 
* After having been assured by _ Sigsbee 
that he did not believe the Spanish fleet 
was in Santiago.’’ The witness replied: 

“TI stated that I had seen nothing of the 
Spanish fleet. I may have stated that I 
knew nothing positively or absolutely about 
iis movements, but | recited certain events 
to show that there was a probability of the 
fleet being in Santiago at that time. 

‘In regard to the other matter, I beg to 
make an appeal io the court. This case is 
one involving reputations. It has _ been 
stated by Commodore Schley in an official 
letter to the United States Senate that I 
expressed a certain belief. Now it has 
been made a public matter. I think that 
either the ceurt or the defense should al- 
low me to express, under oath, what I reai- 
ly said. Whether I expressed that belief 
or not, it may be technically right to in- 
terfere with me, but according to the ethtes 
of the naval service I think the defense 
ought to permit me to answer that ques- 


tion.”’

Mr. Hanna then read a letter which Capt. 
Sigsbee had on May 26 written to Commio- 
dore Schley, reporting the taking of the 
Pilot Nunez aboard from the Jason and the 
capture of the British steamer Restormal 
as a prize. He said in that letter, ‘* No 
news here. I have seen absolutely nothing 
of the Spanish fleet."’ He reported also 
that the Restormal had 2,400 tons of coal 
aboard, and said that the commanding offi- 
cer had said he was bound for Santiago. 

Mr. Hanna also read a number of letters 
among them being one from Capt. Sigsbee 
to Commodore Schley, written from Mote 
St. Nicholas May 2, in which he said to the 
Commodore: Yo as you are doing, and 
you will do right."’ He also informed him 
that there were a number of telegrams at 
the Mole for him, but that none of them 
was urgent. He told the Commodore that 
the department expected him to exercise 
great efforts to keep in coal. 

Mr. Hanna—I wish to ask your attention 
to the ‘clause, ‘‘Do as you are doing and 
you will do right.”” What was the Flying 
Squadron doing at the time you wrote that 
letter? 

“That was based on the tenor of the 
cipher telegrams I found at the Mole from 
the Commander in Chief and _ from -the 
Navy Department, urging that the Spanish 
squadron be held and that every effort be 
made to coal ship. At that time the Flying 
Squadron was off Santiago with the inten- 
tion, so far as I knéw, of staying, and I 
believed it was the intention of Commodore 
Schley to coal his ships off that port. I 
left Santiago on the morning of the day on 
which that letter was written. At that time 
the weather was very fine, and I had twice 
urged on Commodore Schley the importance 
of taking advantage of that particular kind 
of weather, stating that it was better than 
anything we had had during my stay off 
the port.”’ 

Capt. Sigsbee also said that when he had 
boarded the Brooklyn on May 26, Commo- 
dore Schley had told him that he was 
bound for Key West for coal. 

‘‘Did he ask you if you believed the 
Spanish fleet was in the harbor at San- 
tiago?”’ 

“* IT don’t remember his putting a question 
in such terms." 

The witness recalled a signal from the 
flagship at that time asking him to “ in- 
form Sampson that one-half of this squad- 
ron is out of coal.”’ 

Mr. Rayner then questioned the witness, 
bringing out the statement that the pur- 
pose of his ship’s being sent to the vi- 
cinity of Santiago was, if possible, to lo- 
cate the Spanish fleet. He said that he 
had first seen the Spanish vessels in the 
harbor at Santiago, but that when he re- 
ported the fact he found the squadron had 
already made the discovery. 


CONTRADICTS SAMPSON. 
Mr. Rayner then read an extract from a 


report made by Capt. Sigsbee, saying: ‘' In 
this report off Santiago de Cuba, made at 
10 A. M., May 29, you say: ‘We were 
then steaming at full speed from Mole St. 
Nicholas, Haiti, and well in toward the 
coast. After chasing some vessels I saw 
the smoke of a number of vessels to the 
westward,-and at once made for the San- 
tiago entrance, believing it possible that 
the strangers were the Spanish squadron 
approaching that port.’ All 1 want to 
ask is this: When you saw tha smoke, 
after chasing a number of vessels to the 
westward, and when you made for the San- 
tiago entrance on the morning of the 29th, 
you thought that this was a Spanish squad- 
ron approaching the port?” 

“No, I thought it might be the Spanish 
squadron. I did not say they were ap- 
proaching the port.”’ 

“Yes, you say _Spereaching that port.’ "’ 

*““You must remember [ had no definite 
information whatever.” 

‘“‘Did you ever megaphone the press boat 
Summers N. Smith that the Spanish fleet 
was not in the harbor at Santiago?”’ 

**Never. One of the press boats hailed 
me, saying that Schley had the Spaniards 
bottled up at Cienfuegos. I replied that we 
had had them bottled up at Santiago for 
a week.”’ 

Mr.. Rayner attempted to quote a state- 
ment from Admiral Sampson to the effect 
that Capt. Sigsbee had said that on May 
29 the Flying Squadron was_ blockading 
Santiago twenty-five miles out at sea, but 
objection was made to: bringing Admiral 
Sampson in, and Mr. Rayner asked Capt. 
Sigsbee whether he had made that report 
to any one at that date. The witness re- 
plied in the negative. 

In reply to a question as to the condition 
of the water at the time he was at San- 
tiago, Capt. Sigsbee said: ‘“ During the 
24th, 25th, and 26th Pf May the weather 
was unsettled; tra conditions had been 
hindered. There was more or less rain and 
moderately heavy sea on those three days,” 

The court asked a number of questions 
of Capt. Sigsbee. These, with the replies, 
were as follows:

UNCERTAIN AS TO DISPATCHES. 


By the Court—What information had you 
communicated to Commodore Schley on 
May 26 regarding the whereabouts of the 
Spanish squadron?

again the circumstantial evidence afforded 
by the Capture of the Restormal after her 
very peculiar cruise.’’ 

By the Court—Did you receive a dispatch 
from Secretary Long dated May 20, stat- 
ing ‘‘ The § panish fleet arrived at Santiago 
on May 19”?

I think 
I got the original.’ 

y the Court—Did you show this dispatch 
to Commodore Schley on May 26? 

I already said I cannot recollect the act 
of showing it to him. I presume I did, but 
that I informed him I remember.” 

By the Court—Did you see the dispatch 
signed ‘‘ Long,”” May 20, addressed to. the 
£t. Louis, care American Consul, Mole St. 
Nicholas, prior to meeting with Commo- 
dore Schley on May 267 

“T have no recollection of seeing any- 
thing sent to the St. Louis, no.” 

By the Court—Did you see the dispatch 
referred to, addressed to either the Minne- 
apelis, St. Paul, or Harvard? 

‘“*No, not to my recollection. They were 
two meetings of commanding officers off 
Santiago while I was blockading there, 
At one time the commanding officers of 
the Harvard, St. Paul, and Minneapolis 
met. I think the next time the command- 
ing officers of the Yale, Minneapolis, and 
St. Paul. The only occasion, therefore, on 
which I might have seen these orders was 
on one of these two visits, and I have no 
recollection of having been shown any tele- 
gram or dispatch.” : 

Capt. Siesbee was then excused and Chief 
Yeoman Gustave E. Becker, who served 
as a clerk to Admiral Sampson on board 
the flagship New York during the Spanish 
war, was called. He identified the mem- 
orandum from Capt. McCalla, saying there 
was a good landing place near Cienfuegos, 
which Admiral Sampson sent to Commo- 
dore Schley under date of May 19, and said 
that this memorandum had _ been ‘carried 
in duplicate by the [owa und the Dupont. 
Mr. Rayner questioned the witness very 
closely, bringing out the fact that Beeker 
had no records to show that either of these 
vessels had carried the memorandum, and 
that he was dependent upon his memory 
in making the statement. 

Mr. Hanna said, in this connection, that 
the department expected to be able to show 
that four copies of this memorandum had 
been forwarded to Commodore Schley. Mr. 
Ravner responded that he would admit 
nly one copy, and that was the cony de- 
‘vered by the Hawk on May 238, 1808. 

The court adjourned for the day at 4

THE HEISTAND INVESTIGATION. 


Testimony that Gen. Corbin, Mr. Meikle- 
john, and Others Were to Benefit 


from Manila Rope Company. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs to-day resumed 
its hearing of the charges against .Lieut. 
Col. H. O. S. Heistand. Major Hawkes, 
continuing his testimony, asked that Col. 
Heistand produce a memorandum made in 
May, 1899, by the Colonel and himself, in 
which $150,000 of the promoters’ stock of 
the Manila Rope Company was apportioned. 
Counsel. for Heistand said his client had 
no knowledge of such a document, but 
would search for it. 

Hawkes said his recollection was that he 
and Heistand, by the terms of the memo- 
randum, were to have $40,000 of the stock, 
and that Gen. Corbin, George D. Meikle- 
john, Charles H. Allen, James E. Boyd, W. 
Dudley, and L. T. Michener were to 
receive the remainder in portions, Only 
Heistand and Hawkes were present when 
the apportionment was made. Hawkes add- 


ed that no testimony he should give would 
connect Corbin, Meiklejohn, Allen, or Boyd 
personally with the transaction. 

Hawkes detailed a conversation with 
Heistand in October, 1899, in which Heis- 
tand told him that Corbin and Allen had 
withdrawn from the combination and that 
Meiklejohn had asked for the return of 
Hawkes’s letter of introduction. It was 
given to Heistand. Hawkes said Heistand 
suggested to him that he burn the rest of 
the correspondence, but he did not accede 
to that proposition. . 

During the day it was developed that 
the telegram from Gen. Otis relating to 
sites for the hemp factory at Manila was 
addressed to the Adjutant General. A 
letter from Acting Secretary Sanger said 
there was no record of a dispatch to Gen. 
Otis which called for the reply. 

Major Hawkes told of a conversation 
with Gen. Corbin relative to a settlement 
with Heistand for his services in con- 
nection with the hemp company. He said 
Gen. Corbin told him the bill ought to be 
paid and to make out his bill, and he 
(Corbin) would forward it through military 
channels. Gen. Corbin had informed him 
emphatically that he was_ not in the com- 
pany and had nothing to do with it. 

Hawkes said he made out the bill, but 
Corbin never forwarded it. He also said 
that in an interview with Assistant Sec- 
retary Allen the latter dented emphatically 
that he had any connection with the com- 
pany. Hawkes said he had numerous in- 
terviews with Assistant Secretary Meikle- 
john, to whom he had presented his_claim 
through the mails. Meiklejohn had said 
Heistand ought to pay it. Mr. Meiklejohn, 
he said, also pas oar hr him in the Customs 
Service in the Philippines, and also prom- 
ised him promotion. 

Mr. Meiklejohn asked him for recom- 
mendations before making the appointment 
Major Hawkes gave the details of his trip 
to the Philippines and his return after 
his appointment was reyoked. He saw 
Secretary Root, but the committee would 
not permit him. to tell anything of what 
passed between them, holding that Secre- 
tary Root was not involved in the case. 

Hawkes said he had interviews with Mr. 
Meiklejohn in which the latter told» him 
that it would be impossible for him to se- 
cure a sition under the Government so 
long as Mr. Root was Secretary of War. 


Jordan Almond Trees Imported. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The Department 
of Agriculture has at last succeeded in 
securing some Jordan almond trees, the 
exportation of which has been rigorously 


prohibited by Spain for some years. The 
Government will now experiment with the 
trees to determine the best localities for 
growing them. - This species of almond is 
regarded by the agricultural authorities as 
the finest in the world, but only its fruit 
has heretofore reached this country, the 
trees having been jealously guarded in 
Spain. The bush has been forwarded here 
by the Agricultural Department's agent, 
who is searching Spain for rare plants.,

WANT NEW BANKING LAWS. 


Indiana Monetary Conference Will Ask 
the Next Congress to Make 
Some Changes. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Col. John P. 
Irish of California, a member of the In- 
dianapolis Monetary Conference, has sug- 
gested in a tal\&j1e had before his depart- 
ure for the West to-day, a programme of 
legislation to be recommended to the next 
session of Congress by H. H. Hanna, Pres- 
ident of ‘the Monetary Conference, intended 
to effect some needed reforms in the bank- 
ing system of the country. 

“The committee will,’ he said, “in all 
probability submit to Congress a proposi- 


tion for such reform in the banking sys- 
tem as will. more nearly adapt it to the 
credit and currency needs of the people. At 
present the system tends to overcongest 
the ‘currency in money centres where busi- 
ness men have ready access to it at low 
rates of. interest, and can use their credit 
very economically. The business men, how- 
ever remote from these centres—farmers, 
stock. growers, miners—have not the same 
opportunities to economically use their 
credit through lack of banking facilities. 

“ A function of banks is to carry: and 
distribute the surplus capital of the coun- 
try. This surplus constitutes the loan fund 
of the country, to which business men re- 
sort to borrow capital for use in their en- 
terprises. A proper extension of banking 
facilities by liberalizing our National bank- 
ing law will more evenly distribute this 
loan fund than at present, and will tend 
to equalize interest rates so that a business 
man in Texas will not have to pay 10 per 
cent. for‘money while a man in New York 
gets it on call for 2 per cent. 

‘This reform will not only benefit the 
business and stimulate the enterprise of 
the country, but will have a tendency to 
obstruct the unsound money campaign, 
which has been promoted in States remote 
from the money centres by the false cry 
that there is not money enough in the 
country to do its business.”’ 


THE TRANSPACIFIC CABLE. 


Cabinet Discusses ‘Right of Private 
Parties to Lay It. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Five of the 
clght members of the Cabinet were pres- 
ent at to-day'’s meeting, Attcrney General 
IKXnox, Secretaries Long, Hitchcock, and 
Wilson, and Postmaster General Smith. 
“he principal subject discussed was that 
of a cable to Hawaii, Guam, and the Phil- 


ippines. It is understood that propositions 
have bcen made to lay a commercial cable 
from San Francisco to connect these isl- 
ands, and the question under discussion 
was whether, under our peace treaty with 
Srain, the United States could authorize 
or in any way encourage the laying of such 
a cable by private parties. 

Under a franchise obtained: from Spain 
some time before the late war the exclu- 
sive right to cable connections with the 
Phiiippines was secured by a foreign cor- 
poration. Under the treaty ’aris the 
United States obligated itself to protect 
all property rights in the archipelago, and 
the question now at issue is whether per- 
mission to land the proposed cable at Ma- 
nila or some other Philippine port would 
be a violation of the terms of the Paris 
treaty. The Attorney General wil! prepare 
a statement for the President covering all 
of the questions involved. 
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MOBILE LOSES SUIT. 


It Cannot Assert Its Title to Water 
Front Ownership Because of 
Previous Grants. 


MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 1.—Judge Toulmin 
of the United States Circuit Court in Equity 
to-day rendered an important decision 
against the City of Mobile. The suit in- 
volved the ownership of the wharf prop- 


erty along the river front within the limits 
of the city. 

The question was one of riparian rights 
and ownership, Judge Toulmin decided 
that while the legal title to the land was 
in the name of the city it was estopped 
from asserting the title because it had 
granted property owners the right to build 
wharves and bulkheads. This litigation 
carries with it the possession of the en- 
tire river front, valued at $20,000,000, 

The city claimed its title under an act 
of the General Assembly of Alabama of 
1807, granting it the shore and soil under 
Mobile River. The case was carried from 
the city and State courts to the Federal 
Court. 





Ex-Cavalry Captain Convicted. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—Ex-Capt. John 
M. Neall, formerly in command of Troop D, 
Fourth United States Cavalry, has been 
convicted in the United States District 


Court of forging the name of Col, F. M. 
Coxe, United States Paymaster, to a vouch- 
er for $450, the property of Private John 
Cranson of his troop. ‘ 


New Companies of Coast Artillery. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Orders will soon 
be issued by Lieut. Gen. Miles to provide 
for the addition of ten companies of coast 


artillery. The material for ,these com- 
panies has already been secured, but the 
issuance of the formal order is withheld 
until arrangements can be made to receive 
the men at the stations they will occupy. 


An Additional Mountain Battery. 


WASHINGTON,’ Oct. 1.—The Acting Sec- 
retary of War has directed that the Twen- 
ty-eighth Battery of Field Artillery, now 


being organized at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., by dividing the Sixteenth Battery 
of Field Artillery, shall be equipped as a 
mountain battery of 6 guns and 120 en- 
listed men, of which number 91 shall be 
privates.

WILL NOT RAISE WAGES. 


Fall River Manufacturers Refuse to 
Grant Demands of Mill Operators 
—Strike Is Possible. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 1.—The manu- 
facturers have refused the 5 per cent. ad- 
vance in wages asked for by the cotton 
mill operators here. It is not possible at 
present to forecast definitely action by the 
operatives. After full consideration by 
the Textile Council the answer of the 
manufacturers probably will be laid before 
a special meeting of five textile organiza- 
tions, with whatever recommendations the 
Textile Council sees fit to make. The coun- 
cil has declared itself in favor of forcing 
the issue. 

The demand for the increase came as 
the result of the announcement by M. C. 
D. Borden, owner of the big Iron Works 
plant, that the wages of his 3,000 opera- 
tives would be increased 5 per cent., be- 
ginning to-day. There are about 27,000 
operatives employed in the mills in the 
Manufacturers’ Association, of which Mr. 
Borden is independent. 


NEW SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


John H. Walsh Appointed in Brooklyn— 
Clerks to Help Principals. 


At a meeting of the Brooklyn Borough 
School Board yesterday afternoon, Asso- 
ciate Superintendent of Schools John H. 
Walsh was elected to succeed the late Bd- 
ward G, Ward as Borough Superintendent. 

The board adopted a resolution providing 
for the appointment of clerks to relieve the 


principals of the larger schools of the de- 
tailed clerical work which the principals 
now have to perform. ¥ 

At the request of Superentenaee Walsh 
the Brooklyn Principals’ Association, 
through its President, Frank B, Stevens, 
submitted a statement showing that in ad- 
dition to attending to fourteen different 
sets of official communications from school 
officials the principals are required to make 
157 reports and records each year, not 
counting other details of clerical work.

BE INVESTIGATED NOW 


Court of Appeals Sustains Ap- 
pointment of Referee. 








The Donnelly Anti-Trust Law Constitu- 
tional, According to Decision— 
Two Justices Dissent. 





ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 1.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day decided that the proceedings 
instituted by Attorney General Davies 
against the American Ice Company, to de- 


termine whether it is an illegal combina- 
tion in restraint of trade and is violating 
the anti-trust law of the State, shall be 


continued. The decision is a victory for the 
Attorney General and is against the Amert- 
can Ice Company, which sought to prevent 
a continuation of the proceedings on the 
ground that the Donnelly anti-trust law 
under which they were brought is uncon- 
stitutional. 

The proceedings were begun in May, 1900, 
when Justice Chase of the Supreme Court 
issued an order appointing Myer Nussbaum 
a referee to take testimony for the purpose 
of ascertaining if the American Ice Com- 
pany was an illegal trust, and requiring 
Charles W. Morse and other officiais of the 


American Ice Company to appear before 
him and answer such questions as 
might be asked. Justice Alden Chester 


at a special term sustained the orders of 
Justice Chase, but the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court reversed that de- 
cision. 

The Court of Appeals in its decision re- 
verses the order of. the Appellate Division 
and affirms that of the Special Term. The 
order of Justice Chase therefore stands, 
and the investigation which Referee Nuss- 
baum was ordered to conduct will be con- 
tinued. 

The prevailing opinion of the Court of 
Appeals was written by Justice Vann, in 
which Chief Justice Parker and Associate 
Justices Martin, Landon, and Cullen con- 
cur, and from which Justices Bartlett and 
O'Brien dissent, the former writtng a dis- 
senting opinion. The Court decides: 

Yirst—That the duties imposed by 
Donnelly anti-trust law relative to the 
pointment of a referee in such cases 
not now judicial, and that the law 
therefore, not unconstitutional. 

Second—That Justice Chase in appointing 
Referee Nussbaum was performing a ju- 
dicial function. 

Third—That the Appellate Division did 
not determine whether the referee has pow- 
er to punish a witness for contempt, be- 
cause he has not attempted to exercise that 
power, and may never be called upon to 
exercise it, and that a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court may be authorized by the 
Legislature tu appoint a referee to take 
testimony, which it could authorize him 
to take himself out of court. 

Fourth—That the question of sufficiency 
of the facts set forth in the petition of the 
Attorney General to maintain an action 
against the American Ice Company is ab- 
stract, and the Court has no power to an- 
swer it. 

Fifth—That it cannot answer for the same 
reason the question of the Appellate Divis- 
ion, which asked: ‘‘ Does the anti-trust law 
require Charles W. Morse to answer ques- 
tions which might subject him to penalties 
or criminal prosecution under any Federal 
statute in violation of his rights under 
the State or Federal Constitution?” 

Justice Vann, in his opinion, discusses at 
length the constitutionality of the anti- 
trust law, saying: ‘‘ The general purpose 
of the act is to destroy monopolies in the 
manufacture, production, or sale in this 
State of commodities in common use; to 
prevent combinations in restraint of com- 
petition in the supply or price of such com- 
modities, or in restraint of the free pursuit 
of any lawful business, trade, or occupa- 
tion. 

“The act in this respect is little more 
than a codification of the common law 
upon the subject, and its validity to this 
extent is not and cannot be successfully 
questioned in view of a long line of au- 
thorities. 

“The validity of the procedure author- 
ized by the act, however, is challenged as 
in violation of both the State and Fed- 
eral Constitutions. It is held that the 
duties required of the Supreme Court are 
now judicial. <A distinction seems to pre- 
vail in practice between powers conferred 
upon a court and those conferred upon the 
Judges thereof. The duties of the Justice 
to whom application was made for the 
order in question were judicial in form. He 
was not required to grant it as a matter of 
course, although the language used is man- 
datory. 

“It was necessary for him to be satisfied 
judicially that the Attorney General had, 
in good faith, determined to commence an 
action, and whether the testimony of the 
persons named was material and necessary 
in connection with. that action. The 
statute is not satisfied by a single state- 
ment of the Attorney General in his pe- 
tition that he is informed and believes 
that the testimony of such persons is ma- 
terial and necessary, but he must show 
how and why it is material and necessary, 

“Thus the Justice is called upon to ex- 
ercise the judicial function of deciding 
whether the application conforms to the 
statute as thus construed, the same as is 
required of him when an application is 
made for an order of arrest, a warrant of 
attachment, or any other provisional 
remedy. 

“Through its legislative department the 
State can examine witnesses with reference 
to prospective legislation. and why can it 
not, through its judicial department. under 
an appropriate statute, examine witnesses 
in order to establish in court richts belong- 
ing to all its citizens, even if the testi. 
mony is not to be ready in court, but is to 
be used for a purpose incidental to the 
trial? 

“We think the duties imposed hy Chapter 
690 of the Laws of 1899 upon Justices of 
the Supreme Court are of a judicial char- 
acter, because they are Incidental to a ju- 
dicial proceeding, that said. statute does not 
infringe vvon personal liberty without due 
process of law and does not come within 
the express or implied prohibition of the 
State or Federal Constitution.” 
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GIANT POWER PLANT STARTS. 


Water Turned On at Massena Springs— 
75,000 Horse Power. 
Special to The New York Times. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 1.—The water 
has been turned onto the wheels of the 
plant of the St. Lawrence Power Company 
at Massena, in the northern part of St. 
Lawrence County, and started the largest 
power-producing plant in this country. 
Even the Niagara Falls power plant is sur- 
passed by this one, both'in the amount of 
power produced and as an engineering 
achievement. 

While at Niagara the fall is greater, the 
volume is not so great. The two plants are 
constructed on entirely different lines, At 
Niagara the water is dropped down a well 
150 feet deep upon the wneeis below. The 
shaft extends straight up and is connected 
with the generators stationed over them. 
At Massena the wheels work horizontally, 
there being a right and left, so that the 
thrust is neutralized, and the main shaft 
is but half the length of the Niagara shaft. 

The cost of this enterprise has been 
great. The company was capitalized at 
$6,000,000, and already $5,000,000 has been 
expended in the construction of its plant. 
Thousands of acres of land have’ been pur- 
chased, a canal has been dug through 
which it will deflect from the St. Law- 
rence River a stream of water 265 feet wide 
and 25 feet deep, and carry it a distance 
of three miles to the De Grasse River, into 
which it will fall, and mingle again with 
the waters of the St. Lawrence a few miles 
lower down. 

And as it tumbles from the canal toward 
the De Grasse River it passes through a 
number of large turbine wheels, and there- 
by performs the work which the originators 
of this enterprise had figured upon, name- 
ly, the development of 75,000 horse power.

BALTIMORE, Oct. 1.—Gertrude Resnik of 
New York has just had a successful expe- 
rience as a detective, tracing andssecuring 
the arrest of -Abraham Mirsky, whom she 
charges with the larceny of a check valucd 
at $148 from her husband, Max Resnik, a 
wholesale liquor dealer of New York. 

It is alleged that Mirsky visited Resnik’s 
store some time ago and secured possession 
of a check in Resnik’s name. When 
searched by the police here a watch and 
chain valued at $50 were found on him, and 
he is said to have stated that these articles 
represented all-that was left of the money 
obtained from the check, 

Resnik, being busy, placed the matter in 
the hands of his wife, and she found that 
Mirsky had written a letter from Baltimore 
to a friend in New York. Then she secured 
a note from Chief of Detectives Titus stat- 
ing her mission and came to Baltimore. She 
finally located Mirsky at a house in Caro- 
line Street. 

This information and her note of intro- 
duction she carried to detective headquar- 
ters and an officer was sent to arrest Mires- 
ky, who was identified by Mrs. Resnik. 


STRIKE AT CROTON DAM. 


One Hundred and Fifty Stonecutters 
and Masons Quit Work. 
CROTON LANDING, N, Y., Oct. 1.—All 
the stonecutters and masons to the number 
of 150 employed on the works at the Croton 
Dam went out on strike this morhing. The 
strikers include the stonecutters at the 
Peekskill quarry. The contractors say that 
no cause has been assigned for the action 

of the men. 

During the night placards were posted 
throughout the works announcing that a 
strike would be called at 8 o’clock this 
morning. The signal for the men to go out 
was to be given with a red flag. Promptly 
at the hour named the signal was given 
by the waving of a red flag, and all hands 
immediately quit work, 

The contractors whose men have gone 
out are Coleman, Brouchard & Coleman. A 
representative of the firm said this fore- 
noon that no committee of the men had 
submitted any grievances to their employ- 
ers. About 300 men are out here and at 
Peekskill. 


HER FURNITURE THROWN OUT. 





Mrs. Sloan, Wife of a Well-Known New- 


ark Man, Dispossessed. 
NEWARK, N, J., Oct. 1.—Deputy Sheriff 
Benedict and five men executed a writ of 
ejectment vesterday on the property of 
Mrs. Louise F. Sloan, wife of Samuel J. 
Sloan, a well-known resident of this city. 
The Sheriff's men placed the woman's 
furniture in the street in front of the 
Sloan house, at 170 Washington Avenue. 
It was viewed by a large crowd of curi- 
ous people last night and this morning. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sloan separated three years 
ago, and Mrs. Sloan had occupied the house 
since. 

The Building and Loan Association held 


a mortgage on the residence amounting 
to $6,000. This was reduced by monthly 
payments to $5,200. Mrs. Sloan, however, 


was eight months in arrears on her pay- 
ments, it is alleged, when the loan associa- 
tion began proceedings. The mortgage was 
foreclosed, and Seward Davis, who bought 
the property in, rented the place to her. 

The owner, upon non-payment of rent, 
instituted proceedings against Mrs. Sloan in 
the Supreme Court. The case was tried 
before Judge Swayze without a jury. The 
Court decided that Mr. Davis was entitled 
to possession of the property. 

Mrs, Sloan, when seen to-day, declared 
that she had received no notice of the pro- 
posed ejectment, although ready and witll- 
ing to vacate if she had,been notified. She 
intimated that she would bring suit against 
persons who, she claimed, had wronged her. 


ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


Accused Man Three Years a Fugitive 
from New Jersey Justice. 
FLEMINGTON, N.J., Oct. 1.—After being 
a fugitive from justice for three years until 
his recent capture in Florida, Isaac Mitch- 
ell, the young negro accused of killing Ed- 
ward Kane, a telegraph lineman, in a gen- 
eral fight in James Gilroy’s barber’s shop 
on the night of April 2, 1898, was placed on 


trial for his life to-day before Justice Gum- 
mere in the Hunterdon County Court House. 

It is said that Mitchell had a quarrel with 
a party of linemen earlier in the day, when 


they pommeled him, and that evening, in 
company with James N. Pidcock, son of 


the late Congressman Pidcock, went to the 
place of the shooting, when Pidcock was 
seen carrying a revolver in his hand. Two 
shots were fired, and it is charged that 
Mitchell either took the weapon from Pid- 
cock or from some one else in the place. 

Pidcock is awaiting trial on a charge of 
having destroyed the records of the Grand 
Jury which indicted Mitchell, and Jacob L, 
Agans, Clerk of the Grand Jury, was fined 
$200 and sentenced to sixty days’ imprison- 
men for turning the records over to Pid- 
cock, but has appealed the case. 


Manual Training School for Negroes. 

The opening exercises of the Mount Tabor 
Manual and [ndustrial School for colored 
pupils were held last evening in the school- 
rooms, 122 East One Hundred and Fourth 
Street. John Bancroft Devons, who pre- 
sided, said that in the past the school has 
largely ministered to local needs, but that 
it is now desired to extend its usefulness to 
the youth of the city. He said that the 
school taught to boys printing, tailoring, 
bookkeeping, stenography, typewriting, 
mechanical and freehand drawing, house 
decorating, chair caning, basket weaving, 
upholstering, and bricklaying, and to girls 
plain sewing, dressmaking, sewing machine 
operating, scientific cooking, general house- 
keeping, and millinery.

North Carolina at Gettysburg. 
From The Raleigh (N. C.) News and Observer. 
, Major M. W. Robbins's account of Long- 
street's assault at Gettysburg July 3, 
1863, was written by a distinguished and 
able man, who for ten years has studied 


every foot of the battlefield and heard the 
evidence of participants on both sides. Ma- 
jor Robbins says, without emphasizing it, 
that the wall in front of Pettigrew’s North 
Carolinians was 80 yards further, i. e.. east, 
than the wall in front of Pickett’s Virgin- 
ians; that Gen. Armistead, who fell fur- 
thest to the front of that part of the line, 
fell! 40 yards east of their wall, while the 
North Carolinians fell ) yards west of the 
wall in front of them, which was set back 
(as above stated) 80 yards. Thus the North 
Caroliniars fell 71 yards further than the 
line of the wall the Virginians crogsed and 
therefore 31 yards further than the point 
where Gen. Armistead, the foremost man of 
Pickett’s line, fell. This proves North Car- 
olina's claim—furthest at Gettysburg.

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MURPHY DEFENDS DEVERY 





Replies to the Charges Made by 
the Merchants’ Association. 





Says He Himself Imposes Penalties, and 
the Deputy Commissioner Acts 
Strictly Within His Right. 





Police Commissioner Murphy, after wait- 
ing a week, yesterday refused to hear the 
charges preferred by the Merchants’ As- 
sociation against Deputy Commissioner 
Devery to the effect that he had conducted 
himself improperly while presiding at trials 
of delinquent policemen at Headquarters 
and had brutally oppressed and insulted 
the men under him. 

In brief, he dismissed the matter by stat- 
ing in a letter forwarded yesterday that he 
imposes penalties and is not influenced by 
any of Devery’s comments during the prog- 
ress of the trials, and suggests that the as- 
sociation appeal to the courts if in the as- 
sociation’s judgment these penalties have 
been too severe. The letter, which was re- 
ferred to the special committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Association, which will take legal 


advice in regard to future steps to be 
taken in the matter, follows: 
Gentlemen: I have the honor to ac- 


knowledge the receipt of the charges and 
specifications presented against William 
S. Devery, First Deputy Commissioner of 
Police of the City of New York, charging 
him with injustice, tyranny, and oppres- 
sion in his capacity as First Deputy Com- 
missioner of Police while presiding at the 
trials of members of the uniformed force 
of the Police Department of this city, and 
alleging that the said William 8. Devery 
well knew that the conduct, fines, and 
penalties enumerated in the specifications 
thereto annexed were without authority 
of law and contrary to the police regula- 
tions ot the said City of New York. 
“Putting these charges into a _ single 
phrase, it would appear that you accuse 
the Deputy Commissioner of Police of in- 
justice, Jyrrany, and oppression while con- 
ducting the trials of members of the force. 
There can be no doubt that the Deputy 
Commissioner is vested by the charter with 
the power to preside at and conduct such 
trials, and to recommend penalties to be 
inflicted upon those whom he finds guilty, 


provided only that, in so far as the im- 
position of fine is concerned, the limit of 
the penalty shall not exceed a maximum of 
thirty days. 

“Upon a careful examination of the rec- 
ords of the trials presided over by the Dep- 
uty Commissioner, I beg to state that I 
find no case in which there has been the 
least infraction of this provision of the 
statute. 

‘‘In support of the charges presented by 
you there are fifteen specifications. I have 
examined and carefully considered these 
specifications, and find that Specifications 
No. 1 to No, 14, inclusive, recite solely the 
language alleged to have been used by the 
said Deputy Commissioner at the trials, 
and are claimed to constitute ‘ conduct un- 
becoming a. Deputy Commissioner.’ No 
question is raised as to the legal right of 
the Deputy Commissioner to conduct such 


trials, nor that his recommendations of 
punishment or penalties transgress the 
statute, and it does not seem to me that 


the charges presented can far a moment be 
considered as acts of injustice, tyranny, or 
oppression. 

“The First Deputy Commissioner was 
assigned by me to hear the evidence set 
forth in the trials of the various members 
of the police force, and to report the same 
to me with his recommendations. The final 
judgment in each case is rendered by me 
after an examination of the testimony 
taken in the respective cases, and I beg to 
say that in each instance I render judg- 
ment only after such examination of the 
evidence or testimony, realizing the grave 
responsibility to be discharged by me, and 
also that my findings are liable to review 
by the courts. 

“T need not say that no expression of 
private opinion of the Deputy Commis- 
sioner, nor any language which may have 
been employed by him in disposing of the 
cases before him, ever influenced my final 
judgment in such cases. 

“There has been no question raised in 
either the charges or specifications as to 
the efficiency of the First Deputy Com- 
missioner. He is an officer of the police 
force of many years’ standing and wide 
experience, and understands—in my opin- 
ion—the character of the various members 
of the force and thé means to be adopted 
for the discipline and the maintenance of 
the efficiency and integrity of the whole 
force. The effectiveness of the police 
force in discharging their duty in protect- 
ing the lives and property of the citisens of 
this city can only be maintained by a rigid 
enforcement of such discipline. 

“ As to the charge of excessive fine, cited 
in the fifteenth specification, I beg to state 
that this was also a final judgment ren- 
dered by me and that, I do not think, with- 
out authority. However, this judgment—as 
has already been cited—is susceptible to re- 
view by the Court by direct and summary 
application. 

“TIT thank you for your communication, 
and beg to state that while I believe your 
honorable body, as worthy citizens of the 
city, is actuated by the best motives in 
presenting the same to me, a careful tIn- 
quiry into and a personal knowledge of the 
cases referred to therein and a careful con. 
sideration thereof, forces me to the con- 
clusion that I cannot find sufficient reason 
to call upon the First Deputy Commission- 
er of olice to answer to the alleged 
charges of injustice, tyranny, and oppres- 
sion. and I must, therefore, respectfully 
decline to take further action in respect to 
the same. Yours truly.

POLICE CAPTAINS’ SALARIES. 


Civil Service Reform Association 
Brings Suit to Prevent Their Pay- 
ment to Certain Men. 


Suit has been instituted {n the Supreme 
Court, in Brooklyn, by J. Warren Greene, 
a member of the Executive Committee of 
the Civil Service Reform Association, to 
prevent the payment of salaries to Police 
Captains Lantry, Gans, and Gannon on the 
ground that they, with sixteen others, were 
illegally promoted to their present rank by 
the old bi-partisan Police Board. These 
are the promotions which have been stead- 
fastly contested by the association, and 
which were made the subject of a special 
investigation by the State Civil Service 
Commission, which practically sustained 
the charges of the association. The Mu- 
nicipal Civil Service Commission, however, 
decided that it could not control the revo- 
cation cf the appointment already made. 

The Civil Service Reform Association is 
back of Mr. Greene in the present proceed- 
ings, their purpose being to orst the entire 
nineteen from their positions, the three 
named being selected to make a test case. 
The action is directed primarily against 
the Municipal Civil Service Commission- 
ergs, who are asked to withhold their cer- 
tificates of regularity required in all cases 
before the payment of salaries. 

Mr. Greene’s counsel are Stickney, Spen- 
cer & Ordway, and Edward M. shepard 
will be asscciated with them in the case. 





CAPT. CHAPMAN LOSES. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 1.—The Court of 
Appeals has sustained the decision of Jus- 
tice MacLean of the Supreme Court in re- 
fusing to allow Police Capt. George S. 
Chapman of New York City to recover

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WILL SEEK SIBERIAN TRADE. 
Canadian Pacific Road to Start a Steam- 
ship Line from Vancouver 
to Viadivostok. 

Special to The New York Timnies. 
MONTREAL, Quebec, Oct. 1.—Thé Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company will most 
likely put on a line of steamers from Van- 
couver to Vladivostok in order to take ad- 
vantage of the trade openings wnich exist 
in the East in consequence of the opening 
up of Siberia. In any case, it is. certain 
that an experimental steamer will be placed 
on the line as was done at first with the 
Empress Line, while the new steamers were 
building. William Whyte, who was. sent 
by his company to make a report on the 
conditions in Russia, and who, after inter- 
viewing M. de Witte in St. Petersburg, 
crossed over the continent to Vladivostok, 
to-day presented his report to the exeeutive 
of the company, and it is learned that he 
is most favorably impressed with the open- 
ings for trade. The Directors will meet 
soon after the annual meeting to take up 
the report, and decide what steps to take. 
“There is a magnificent opening for our 
mill men of all kinds,’’ said Mr. Whyte to- 
day, ‘and if they will only take advantage 
of it, the company will add the steamers 
quickly enough. Russia will dominate 
Northern China, and Vladivostok 1s the 
coming port on the Pacific, which the Rus- 
sians are developing with great energy.’’* 
He laid stress on the duties levied by 
Russia on all goods from the United States, 
with the exception of mining and mill ma- 
chinery, which will thus leave open, on es- 
pecially advantageous terms, a vast field 
for Canadian enterprises. Mr. Whyte will 
lay these points before the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ Association at its coming meet- 
ing in November, and the action of the 
company will no doubt be influenced by the 
disposition shown by the association to 
reach out for the Eastern trade, or to re- 

main idle.

REIFF’S LICENSE REVOKED. 
William C. Whitney’s Jockey Deprived 
of Right to Ride by English 
Jockey Club. 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—A decision even more 
sensational than that reached when Jockey 
Tod Sloan was deprived Of the right to 
ride on the English»race tracks was 
reached to-day when the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club, after.long deliberation and 
a careful examination of many witnesses, 
announced that the license of Lester Reiff, 
premier jockey for the American million- 
aire, William C, Whitney, had been rea- 
voked because of a ride on one of Mr. 
Whitney's horses, in which it was decided 
that Reiff did not try to win. Later the 


Stewards issued an order warning Reiff 
off Newr et Heath. The rulings are 
conceded to mean that Reiff’s riding days 


in England are at an end. 

The race Which Reiff was accused cf 
having lost_by design was run last Friday 
for the NeW Barns Plate, Reiff then riding 
Mr. W fs horse De Lacy, and finish- 
ing se¢ond to Richard Croker's Minnie Dee, 
ridden by, the ruled. off jockey’s younger 
brother, , ‘Johnnie’ “Reiff. Minnie Dee 
won the face-In question by a head, after 
what wag eougidored a very sloverily ride 
By tRMMiepressnt for having ost un’ 
der sods eireumatanced, The Stewards of 
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the Jockey Club then called for an in- 
vestigation. The impression among all the 
American owners, trainers, and jockeys 
here was that the charge was wholly un- 
supported. 

ohn Huggins, Mr. Whitney’s trainer, 
told ‘tthe Stewards that he had not seen 
anything wrong, and that, having trained 
the horse, he had eyed him closely through- 
out the race, especiaily at the finish, 
Wishard, Mr. Croker’s trainer, gave similar 
testimony. Some of the English jockeys 
and others intimated their belief that 
Reiff pulled the horse. 

The incident is the subject of an almos¢ 
violent debate between the American and 
English racegoers. The former, to & man, 
stand by Reiff, and consider the revoca- 
tion of his license part of a general cam- 
paign against the Americans, who are no 
longer welcome because they have bee. 
too successful. 

Besides, Mr. Whitney’s withdrawal from 
the English turf, it is said here to-day tha. 
Mr. Croker will leave Englisn racing alone 
after the present season.

ment they could not do business? How 
can any reputable citizen in his senses 
think of taking a nomination which binds 
him either to cheat CROKER or to be 
cheated by CROKER? 








MR. DAYTON’S MISTAKEN VIEW. 

It is with sincere regret that we learn 
of the position which Mr. CHARLES W. 
Dayton thinks it his duty to take with 
reference to the candidacy of Mr. Low. 
He is reported in The Evening Post of 
yesterday as saying: ‘‘I cannot give my 
services to the fusion candidate for 
Mayor. Not that I dislike Mr. Low as a 
man, It is unnecessary for me to speak 
of his qualities personally. But I can- 
not lend my aid to making New York a 
second Philadelphia politically. I can not 
and will not help to put the Republican 
machine in control of the municipal de- 
partments. That is my position. And I 
have nothing further to say except to 
add this: I am not out for office in what- 
ever I do.” - 

We do not think it was necessary for 
Mr. Dayton to add the disclaimer with 
which he closes his statement. He has 
had an active and not unimportant part 
in political life in this city, and undoubt- 
edly has his share of honorable ambi- 
tion, but it would surprise those who 
know him to learn that his action in this 
canvass could be determined by any de- 
sire for personal advancement. His ex- 
planation of his motives will be generally 
accepted as candid and disinterested. It 
is the more to be regretted that he is 
led to the decision he announces, and we 
cannot but indulge the hope that, as the 
campaign develops and the true issue 
presented to the voters of New York be- 
comes more sharply defined, he will feel 
at liberty to reconsider that most unfor- 
tunate and, as we see it, most unjusti- 
fiable decision. 

If the facts were as implied in Mr. 
DayTON’s remarks, we need hardly say 
that we should not criticise his course. 
We have no more desire to “ make New 
York a second Philadelphia’’ than he 
has. We should not hesitate an instant 
to oppose with all our might any at- 
tempt to “put the Republican machine 
in control of thé municipal departments.” 
There is room for honest difference of 
opinion as to which is the worse, the 
Tammany machine or the Republican 
machine, regarding each as the leaders 


a 


and active workers do regard it, as a 
contrivance for distributing places for 
party advantage. But there is very little 
room for difference as to the turpitude 
of turning the city over to the Repub- 
lican machine under the cloak of a move- 
ment for non-partisan administration. 
Much as we dislike and fear the insolent 
and shameless character and purpose of 
the Tammany organization, we should 
regard it as less detestable than an or- 
ganization combining hypocrisy with 
greed. On the facts, as he assumes them, 
Mr. DAayToN would have a very strong 
support from the class that will vote and 
work for the election of Mr. Low. 

But his assumption as to the facts is 
absolutely without foundation and abso- 
lutely opposed to a great mass of clear 
and convincing evidence. We are at a 
complete loss to understand how he has 
been able to bring himself to the view 
he takes of them. He disclaims any 
“dislike ’”’ of Mr. Low, and thinks that 
it is ‘“‘unnecessary for him to speak of 
his qualities personally.” But if the re- 
sult of the election of Mr. Low can pos- 
sibly be what Mr. DAYTON assumes that 
it will be he should not only “ dislike” 
that gentleman, he should despise him. 
Not only are Mr. Low’s personal quali- 
ties not to be ignored, but they are of 
the very essence of the situation. For, in 
order that his election shall put the Re- 
publican machine in control of the mu- 
nicipal departments he must be a singu- 
larly contemptible hypocrite and deceiv- 
er. There is not in the long career of 
Mr. Low a single significant act that 
gives the slightest support to such an 
estimate of his character, and there is a 
multitude which make that estimate un- 
tenable. Mr. Dayton

fice. He knows also that for four years 
Mr. Low held the office of Mayor of 
Brooklyn, under a charter that gave him 
extraordinary power at a time when par- 
tisan feeling ran exceedingly high and 
and that during that time the 
Mayor of Brooklyn was completely and 
constantly independent of partisan in- 
He has pledged himself to be 
equally independent in the larger and 
more difficult office to which he is now 
nominated. By every practical and intel- 
ligent test that can be applied that 
pledge is as trustworthy as a man can 
give. 

It must be plain to any sensible per- 
son that either Mr. Low will be elected 
or the Tammany machine will remain in 
power under. such candidate as it may be 
able to secure. What advantage can 
that be to the Democratic Party as Mr. 
DAYTON would like to see it? Tammany 
is not Democratic. It is as capable of 
betraying the party in the future as it 
has been in the past. It does not know 
the first principles of party fidelity. It 
no more hesitates to sacrifice its own 
professed party to satisfy its greed than 
it hesitates to conspire with the mana- 
gers of the opposite party for the same 
purpose. Even as compared with the 
control of the municipal departments by 
the Republican machine, were that possi- 
ble, the continued control of the depart- 
ments by Tammany, judging solely by 
actual experience, would be harmful to 
decent Democracy. But there is no room 
for such a comparison, because there is 
no chance that the Republican machine 
will be put in control. Under Mr. Low’s 
administration the Republican machine 
could not hope for as much party ad- 
vantage as it has frequently obtained 
from Tammany, when it had an equiva- 
lent to offer at Albany. On the other 
hand, the election of Mr. Low and the 
establishment of an honest and efficient 
city administration would free the Dem- 
ocratic Party of a load that has been 
very heavy and has been fatal to its suc- 
cess in State elections time and again. 
Even enlightened party spirit, if no other 
motive, should make every decent Dem- 
ocrat give his energetic support to Mr. 
Low. We sincerely trust that Mr. Dar- 
TON Will yet see this indisputable fact.

SECOND-CLASS MAIL MATTER. 

The Postmaster General is entitled to 
the thanks of the public for his earnest 
effort to put his department on a more 
businesslike basis by. diminishing the 
business it does at a loss.: The new or- 
der, which went into effect yesterday, 
aims to limit the loss of the department 
on second-class matter (1) by denying 
the return, at the second-class rate, of 
matter forwarded at that rate but not 
sold; (2) by refusing the rate to what are 
in fact books, though they have purport- 
ed to be periodicals in order to defeat 
the purpose of the law, and (8) by refus- 
ing it to periodicals which live by the of- 
fer of prizes and premiums and not by 
the value or interest of their contents. 

The taw deals very handsomely and lib- 
erally with the real periodicals, taking 
the ground that their work is educa- 
tional and beneficial, and thus worthy of 
encouragement. It is the interest as 
well as the duty of all publishers of such 
periodicals to back up the efforts of the 
department to limit the application of 
the law to the purposes it was meant to 
fulfill, so that the burden upon the de- 
partment and the public shall not be 
wantonly increased. It is perhaps not 
without significance that the present 
Postmaster General is himself a journal- 
ist, and that it is his expert knowledge 
that has enabled him to frame the most 
promising and useful regulation which 
has ever been promulgated by the de- 
partment for checking a great and grow- 
ing abuse. 

It is not to be supposed that the vari- 
ous interests concerned will acquiesce in 
the refusal of the department any long- 
er to do their work at a loss. They 
threaten, it appears, to appeal to the 
courts to make the department to con- 
tinue losing money for their benefit. 
But we do not think Mr. SmitH has any 
reason for alarm at this threat. It is 
very unlikely that he issued this order 
without having taken legal advice as to

his authority to issue it. His advice is 
quite as likely to be sound as that given 
to the publishers whose expenses they 
desire to continue in part to saddle on 
the Government. And, seeing that their 
case is purely technical and that the 
merits are all against them, it is unlike- 
ly that the courts will give them any re- 
lief. 
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REFORM BY CORRUPTION. 

The spectacle presented in many 
Southern States of movements to “re- 
form” State Governments by practices 
which are distinctly and admittedly cor- 
rupt, is interesting if not edifying. That 
existing conditions can be improved by 
acts which are conceded to be wrong 
and unjustifiable in themselves, and 
which are subversive of the principles 
of republican government, is scarcely 
to be expected; but the people of the 
South appear to expect this miracle to be 
wrought for their advantage, notwith- 
standing a long experience pointing in the 
opposite direction. For example, the effort 
to redeem Maryland from ‘“ negro domi- 
nation ”’ has for its object to return Mr. 
GORMAN to the Senate—a result which 
those best acquainted with his career 
as a Senator would not consider of pub- 
lic advantage; the means by which the 
redemption is to be effected begin with 
the wholesale arrest of negroes ‘on 
suspicion,” with the purpose of detain- 
ing them in jail until the opportunity 
to register is past. 

It should need no argument to con- 
vince thinking men that to corrupt the 
ballot, violate the laws relative to citi- 
zenship, and trample upon the rights 
of those who have rights are not steps 
in the direction of good government. 
They are, at best, the slovenly ex- 
pedients of communities which lack the 
moral qualities from which great and 
lasting reform movements draw sus- 
tenance and develop strength. Their 
inevitable result is to render impossible 
the education of the negro to an in- 
telligent conception of the privileges 
and obligations of citizenship, and until 
this is done the race question will re- 
main a menace to social progress and 
material welfare in every Southern 
State. Congress may find it has a duty 
to perform in connection with questions 
which the several Southern States have 
so jauntily disposed of by makeshift 
expedients designed to nullify the Fed- 
eral Constitution. If this necessity 
should arise the consequent confusion 
would give occasion for grave anxiety. 











PETROLEUM AS AN OBJECT LESSON. 
Texas and California are both learn- 
ing from experience that there are con- 
ditions under which industrial combina- 
tions are necessary, and that what are 
popularly known as trusts are some- 
times the outgrowth of tendencies 
which, if unchecked, may become per- 
manently inimical to National develop- 
ment. In both instances petroleum 
seems to be a lubricant for the ways on 
which legislation will move from a’ po- 
sition of unreasoning hostility to every- 
thing which savors of a restriction of 
competition to one involving a saner 
view of the modern agencies by which 
commerce is established on a basis of 
legitimate profit to all in interest. 

No State, we believe, has enacted more 
stringent laws against trusts than Texas 
or shown less discrimination in the 
use of the adjective criminal as ap- 
plicable to all forms of industrial or- 
ganizations which can be operated profit- 
ably only on a large scale. The Stand- 
ard Oil Company has been especially an 
object of persecution in that State, and 
great efforts have been made to bring 
its President and Directors within the 
jurisdiction of the Texas courts. It looks 
now as if, in consequence of the oil de- 
velopment in the Beaumont and neigh- 
boring fields, an oil trust of some sort 
had become a necessity. With a number 
of gushers spouting from 40,000 to 70,000 
barrels a day into the air, the unregu- 
lated and wasteful production, necessa- 
rily far in excess of the requirements of 
the market, is congesting every agency 
of storage and outlet. Under these con- 
ditions it is impossible for the companies 
with productive wells to sell their crude 
oil at remunerative prices. Combination 
and a centralized management of the 
business are necessary conditions of ex- 
istence for the oil companies, and not- 
withstanding the stringency of the 
Texas laws on this subject, about twen- 
ty of them are already combined and 
have their agents now in Burope seek- 
ing the capital needed to handle and 
move their output. A pipe line to Gal- 
veston or New Orleans is strongly urged. 
Port Arthur is the natural outlet to tide 
water of the Beaumont field, but its 
available water front is understood to be 
owned or controlled by the Standard Oil 
Company, which is the most objectionable 
of trusts from the Texas point of view. 
The proposition is now seriously made, and 
well received by all in interest, that the 
entire output of the district shall be con- 
trolled and handled by one large concern 
with the necessary capital and connec- 
tions to market it all over the world 
and hold the price steady at a figure 
which will return at least the cost of 
production. 

In California conditions exist very 
similar to those observed in Texas. Its 
oil development was much more pictur- 
esque than profitable while the relative- 
ly weak companies were competing for 
business. Finally-four of the principal 
local companies weré merged, bringing 
under one management ninety-three 
producing wells. This merger made 
money and is rapidly extending its oper- 
ations. It is understood to be the fore- 
runner of a company of vast propor- 
tions, which is to control the whole out- 
put of Southern California. The Los 
Angeles field is very fortunately located, 
and being within five miles of tide 


water, the cost of pipe lines is insignifi- 


cant as compared with that of the lines 
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which must be laid in Texas to reach 
the seaboard. Oil is practically the 
only fuel used in Southern California 
for steam and manufacturing purposes, 
and is rapidly displacing coal on loco- 
motives and steamboats. The consoli- 
dated California oil companies have al- 
ready contracted with the Storage and 
Transportation Company of Los An- 
geles to handle their production for five 
years, and so, step by step, the business 
is coming under a centralized control. 
In California public opinion seems to be 
undergoing a more rapid change than 
in Texas, perhaps because the anti- 
trust sentiment was never quite so rabid 
there. The moral in both instances 
would seém to be that the conditions in 
which competition is not the life of 
trade are sufficiently numerous to dis- 
courage legislative generalizations in 
laws forbidding what may become im- 
peratively necessary to the public and 
private interests. 





THE MAYOR AND “COLUMBIA.” 

Superficially, the most. enlivening 
thing about the application of the City 
College yesterday to the Board of Es- 
timate for an increased appropriation 
was the exhibition which the Mayor 
made of himself. It is an exhibition of a 
class which he has of late, by the exercise 
of self-restraint, abstained from making, 
though such exhibitions were very com- 
mon with him at the beginning of his 
term. Mr. LAUTERBACH, one of the ap- 
plicants, was explaining that the City 
College, unlike Columbia, had no ex- 
pectations from gifts or endowments, 
and the Mayor interrupted him to say: 
“You compare the City College with Co- 
lumbia. You do not want the finances of 
the City of New York to get as tangled 
as those of Columbia College, do you?” 

Mr. LAUTERBACH rejoined that he 
knew nothing of the finances of Colum- 
bia. But he doubtless knew quite as 
much about them as did the Mayor. 
His Honor’s expression was simply his 
way of stating that the President of 
Columbia happened to be a candidate 
for the Mayoralty of New York, and 
that the present Mayor desired to say 
something nasty about him. It is such 
exhibitions as this, on the part of Mr. 
Van Wyck, such exhibitions of his 
standards of official and personal 
dignity, that make it a matter for gen- 
eral congratulation, even apart from 
what he represents, that he will shortly 
cease to represent the City of New York 
to its own citizens or to foreign visitors. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





——It has ra:zently been suggested—in con- 
nection with what we do not remember— 
that now would be a good time to rear- 
range the nutnbering of the city’s houses 
and shops, in accordance with’ a system 
that would make each number tel! more 
definitely than at present the exact loca- 
tion of the edifice it designates. Any 
time would be a good time for that, but 
it must be remembered that the reform pro- 
posed, desirable as its accomplishment 
would be, will always encounter the ob- 
stacle that every householder would suf- 
fer inconvenience by the change of his 
own number, and that business men would 
suffer something worse than inconven- 
fence. In some parts of the city the pres- 
ent numbering conveys a fairly satisfac- 
tory amount of information to those fa- 
mililar with its peculiarities. The irregu- 
larity of the streets in the lower portion 
of the town renders the extension of the 
same system there almost impossible, and 
even elsewhere the varying distances be- 
tween the different avenues make the 
consistent application of any one plan 
a matter of difficulty. Philadelphia has 
solved this problem moderately well, and 
no doubt we could do it, too, but vigorous 
efforts in that direction are likely only 
when great municipal changes necessitate 
a general alteration of old habits. People 
too often forget when discussing this mat- 
ter that Manhattan Island is not New 
York City, nor, geographically considered, 
a very important part of it. A perfect sys- 
tem of house numbering, one, that is, con- 
tinuously and consistently applied through- 
out our widely exiended area, and every- 
where giving explicit and easily understood 
indications of position, is almost out of the 
question. Besides Philadelphia, St. Louis, 
and Washington have approached the de- 
sired end, but they had no such topo- 
graphical difficulties to overcome as exist 
here, What makes the situation more near- 
ly hopeless is the fact that the case is one 
of those where the change from a bad sys- 
tem to a better involves an amount of 
trouble greater than that due to the old one. 
and, anyway, we need new street signs more 
than w need new house numbers, and, just 
for the sake of stirring up the animals 
once more and making them roar, we will 
repeat that the street signs ought to be at 
right angles to the streets they designate. 
That declaration always creates excite- 
ment, and excitement, within reasonable 
bounds, is pleasant. 





—A fussy person up in Albany sol- 
emnly accuses 1,777 newspapers in this 
country of having been guilty, once or re- 
peatedly, of using a superlative adjective 
in. a comparison between two objects—to 
wit, the Columbia and the Shamrock. The 
phrase to,which the fussy person objects 
is, ‘‘ May the best boat win.’’ We and the 
other .1,776 newspapers ought to say, he 
declares, ‘‘May the better boat win.’’ 
Misty memories drifting over from studies 
pursued away back in another century in- 
cline us to a belief, or a suspicion, or some- 
thing of the sort, that the fussy person is 
either right in his contention or else that 
he has atleast an excuse for making it. 
But, the error admitted, simply out of rev- 
erence for the enemies of youth, we turn 
fiercely upon the Albanian critic and rend 
him with the question, Can there possibly 
be anything the matter with a phrase 
used by 1,777 American newspapers? Gram- 
marians are estimable people so long as 
they know their place and keep it, but 
when they become pretentious and forget 
that whatever is, in language, is right, 
they fully deserve the snubbings they get— 
from everybody not fussy. ‘‘ May the best 
boat. win,” runs glibly from the tongue or 
pen, attracts no attention to itself, and 
conveys the intended meaning quickly, for- 
cibly, and directly, while ‘‘ May the better 
boat win” is not the expression of a 
hearty, honest wish, but a pedant’s dem- 
onstration. that he knows the rules of 
grammar, so called, and never feels an 
emotion of any kind strong enough to 
make him forget them for a moment. Once 
a pretty good man wrote a pretty good piece 
beginning: ‘‘ We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more perfect 
union—'’ do such and such things. Now, 
viewed from the Albanian's standpoint, 
‘more perfect’ is a combination of words 
little if any less than criminal, for of perfec- 
tion, obviously, there can be no degrees. Yet 
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the writer of the phrase, who was himself 
a careful writer, as is shown by the many 
changes he made in the first draft of his 
pretty good piece, saw no necessity for 
crossing out the ‘“‘ more,”’ and nobody else 
has ever had the audacity to do it for him. 

——Identifying the real market position 
of copper with the utilization of electricity, 
The Electrical World and Engineer regards 
the recent behavior of the copper stocks 
as @ very suspicious mystery. ‘Some of 
the recent changes,’”’ it says, ‘“‘ smack alto- 
gether too much of ‘ thimblerigging.’ One 
might well think, from some of the bear 
attacks, that electricity had reached its 
limit of expansion, although electric light- 
ing has barely begun, electric traction has 
not yet touched any of its heavy work on 
steam roads, and only one telephone has 
been installed where ten are wanted.’ Not 
much significance is seen by the writer of 
the article in the decreased exportations, 
since he accounts for these by the present 
industrial depression in Germany, the Eu- 
ropean country which has hitherto been 
foremost in the development, of electrical 
and other industries requiring copper. Here 
at home, he insists, the electrical consump- 
tion of copper has not decreased, but in- 
creased, in 1901, and is likely to do so for 
an indefinite period. He adds, however: 
*‘ Nineteen or seventeen cent copper is its 
own deadliest foe; next to which comes 
high voltage as a sworn enemy, while such 
inventions as the Edison storage battery 
must be reckoned with in the future. A 
régime of cheaper copper has certainly be- 
gun, and it will be interesting now to see 
what happens to aluminium.” That pre- 
sents the two sides of the situation, and 
leaves room for deductions to suit all 
tastes, 











——There is little doubt, or rather none 
at all, as to whether the traveling public 
will lend its sympathies and its good wishes 
to the ad ocates or the opponents of the 
new electric railway between Port Chester 
and this city. No member of that public, 
and especially none of the commuters who 
traverse twice a day the region through 
which the proposed road is planned to run, 
will be able to hear with any patience the 
claim by the representatives of the steam 
lines that the present facilities are ade- 
quate for all existing and future require- 
ments, and vague talk about contemplated 
improvements in the steam service will be 
received, it is to be feared, with unkind 
derision. by the very people who would 
profit by those improvements—if they were 
made. Mr. McDONALn’s arguments in favor 
of the new line, on the other hand, will be 
received with enthusiastic favor, and in 
judging their validity the question of his 
complete disinterestedness is not likely to 
be raised by the public. The commuters 
are firmly convinced that the steam roads 
entering the Grand Central Station will 
do what they have to do, and nothing else. 
In the talk about radical changes and bet- 
terments of the present service they, in 
their deplorably cynical way, will see sim- 
ply the first effects of the threatened com- 
petition, and they will expect action to 
succeed the talk only in case the threat 
becomes execution. Discussion of the tun- 
nel horrors, which, as usual, much de- 
creased with the first cool days of Au- 
tumn, revived when the weather turned 
warm and humid again, and with it awak- 
ened the vehement yearning for electrical 
transportation between the city and its 
suburbs. This the Port Chester Company 
promises, and if it makes the other roads 
give it, too, so much the better. The trav- 
eler to whom only one route to his destina- 
tion is open resigns himself to the cer- 
tainty of having his comfort and con- 
venience ignored, but at the prospect of 
other routes he takes heart, for he antici- 
pates then the most tender and consider- 
ate treatment of all his needs, and even of 
all his fancies. 

Cuban Tariff and Annexation. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial on the ‘‘ Sympathies of 
Mr. Ilepburn”’ you advance the argument 
that the maintenance of the present tariff 
will tend to bring about the annexation of 


Cuba to the United States. Is this not as 
desirable as the annexation of Porto Rico? 
Furthermore, why should Cuba, being out 
of the Union, have practically the same 
advantages as Porto Rico? Though an ad- 
vecate of a tariff for revenue only, I, for 
one, am in favor of keeping the tariff on 
Cuban products as high as possible in order 
to teach the Cubans the material benefits 
of belonging to this Union and to bring 
about the peaceful annexation of this

THE PAN-AMERICAN 


Governor and United States Sen- 
ators to be Present. 








Large Number of Troops to Parade— 
Many Receptions Planned — Gover- 
nor Will Receive Informally. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Oct. L—Every New Yorker 
who visits the Pan-American Exposition 
will echo the words of the late President, 
William McKinley, who upon being con- 
ducted through the beautiful marble palace 
which is known as the New York State 
Building, remarked: ‘It is something the 
State may be proud of, and it is satisfying 
to feel that something permanent is to re- 
main of all this beautiful Exposition.” 

On Wednesday, Oct. 9, every loyal citi- 
zen of the Empire State will have the op- 
portunity to demonstrate his State pride 
and to visit the Exposition and the New 
York State Building. This is the date se- 
lected by the New York State Commission 
to the Pan-American Exposition as New 
York Day. 

With a population of 7,500,000 people in 
the State it is reasonable to expect that the 
attendance of New Yorkers at the Pan- 
American Exposition on that particular day 
which has been designated as theirs will be 
large, taxing the capacity of the grounds 
to the utmdst. The programme for the day 
is the most elaborate that has yet been ar- 
ranged for special occasions, barring Dedi- 
cation and President’s Days. 

Gov. Odell will be the chief guest of hon- 
or. He is expected to arrive in Buffalo on 
the afternoon of the preceding day with a 
large party of distinguished citizens. Dur- 
ing the whole of Tuesday military compa- 
nies from all parts of the State will be 
pouring into Buffalo. These, under com- 
mand of Major Gen. Roe of New York City, 
will escort the Governor and his staff to 
the Exposition grounds on the morning of 
the State day proper. The companies which 
have been selected for this honor, in addi- 
tion to the three local military organiza- 
tions, are: 


Squadron A Cavalry, New York City; the Sec- 
ond Battery from New York City; battalion of 
naval reserves from Rochester; the First Sepa- 
rate Company from Rochester; the Second Sepa- 
rate Company from Auburn; the Eighth Separate 
Company from Rochester; the Thirteenth Sepa- 
rate Company from Jamestown; the Twenty- 
fifth Separate Company from Tonawanda; the 
Twenty-ninth Separate Company from Medina; 
the Thirtieth Separate Company from Elmira; 
the Thirty-fourth Separate Company from Ge- 
neva; the Forty-first Separate Company from 
Syracuse; the Forty-second Separate Company 
from Niagara Falls; the Forty-third Separate 
Company from Olean; the Forty-seventh Separate 
Company from Hornellsville; the Forty-eighth 
Separate Company from Oswego. 


All branches of the service will be rep- 
resented in the parade—infantry, cavalry, 
artillery, signal, and naval. It is esti- 
mated that over 3,000 men will be in line, 
comprising one of the most imposing and 
largest military esorts ever accorded a 
Governor in times of peace. The com- 
panies will be housed in the magnificent 
now arenery of the Seventy-fourth Regi- 
ment. 

Early on the morning of Oct. 9 the troops 
will repair to Niagara Square, and at 9:30 
o’clock will lead the line of march. The 
Governor will meet his escort at Niagara 
Square and proceed to the entrance to the 
Exposition grounds, passing the home of 
Mr. Wilcox, the house in which the oath 
of office was administered to President 
Roosevelt on the 14th of September, and 
also the home of the President of the Ex- 
position, John G. Milburn, in whose house 
the late President breathed his last. 

At the Exposition gateway a body of Ex- 
position police will meet the distinguished 
party, and escort them over the Triumphal 
Bridge through the beautiful Esplanade, 
assing the Court of Fountains and the ar- 
istic triumph of the Exposition, the Elec- 
tric Tower, to the Stadium. In this vast 
amphitheatre the Governor and Senators 
Platt and Depew will review the troops at 
11 _o’clock. 

The formal exercises in the Temple of 
Music will take place at 11:30 o'clock. 3 
N. Lockwood, President of the New York 
State Commission, will preside. The ad- 
dress of welcome will be made by J. G. 
Milburn, President of the Pan-American 
Exposition. Gov. Odell will respond to this 
in behalf of the State. The oration of the 
day will be delivered by St. Clair McKel- 
vay of Brooklyn. The remainder of the 
programme will include addresses by Sen- 
ator Depew, Senator Pl att, and Lieut. 
Gov. Woodruff. 

At the conclusion of this programme 
luncheon will be served to invited guests 
in the New York bullding. During the aft- 
ernoon hours the building will be open to 
the public, and the Governor and other 
State officials will receive informally all 
who are present. The Board of Women 
Managers has issued invitations to a high 
tea from 4 to 6 o’clock in the Woman’s 
Building. Mrs. Odell, the wifg of the Gov- 
ernor, will be the guest of honor. In the 
evening a reception will be tendered the 
distinguished guests in the New York State 
Building. 

In addition to the celebration of the State 
day on Wednesday, the 9th, Brooklyn will 
have her own special day on the 8th, when 
many of her prominent citizens will be 
present. On the same day the New York 
Federation of Women’s clubs will convene 
in annual session in Buffalo. 


STATE REVENUES UNDER 
THE NEW TAX LAWS. 


Savings Bank, Corporation, and Trans- 
fer Acts Bring $9,345,144.52 Into 
the Treasury. 


ALBANY, Oct. 1.—Sept. 30 being the close 
of the fiscal year in the State Govern- 
ment, Controller Erastus C. Knight has 
rm.ade an examination with reference to the 
enforcement of the corporation, organiza- 
tion, and transfer tax laws during the year 
last past and finds that the total receipts 
from the corporation tax law have been 
$4,966,680.93, whereas the receipts for the 
year 1900 aggregated $2,624,508.05, which 
shows an increase for this year of $2,342,- 
172.88. 

Under the new law there was received 
fom trust companies $1,398,799.30 and from 
savings banks $705,333.12. During the year 
there was received in organization tax the 
sum of $293,856.72, while the receipts for 
the preceding year were $856,778.61. The 
decrease in receipts from this source is 
largely due to a reduction in the rate of 
tax during the last five months of the fis- 
cal year, provided for by the new law. It 
is confidently expected that, as the: new 
laws with relation to the organization of 
ecrporations are better understood, the 
taxes from these sources will be largely 
inereased. 

The receipts during the year from the 
enforcement of the transfer tax, usually 
called the inheritance tax, amounted to 


$4,084,606.87. The receipts from this source 
Sering the year preceding were $4,334,- 


3.27. 

At the time that the tax rate was fixed 
by the Legislature it was estimated that 
the receipts from the corporation tax law, 
includirg the organization tax, for the fis- 
cal year just ended, would amount to 
$2,500,000, and that the receipts from the 
transfer tax law would amount to $2,000,- 
000, making an aggregate of $4,500,000. It 
will be noted in this connection that the 
receipts from these sources were $9,345,- 
144,52, of which amount the sum of $2,104,- 
152.42, received from the savings banks 
and trust companies, is from sources 
which could not be considered in making 
up the estimate, as the laws under which 
it was collected had not been passed at 
that time. 

In the enforcement of the new laws the 
Controller has experienced no difficulty ex- 
cept in the case of the savings banks. ‘The 
institutions have taken the ground that in- 
terest accrued, but not yet due, does not 
constitute undivided earnings, andis there- 
fore not the subject of taxation; that the 
law is unconstitutional; that in arriving 
at the basis of tax the Controller has in- 
cluded Federal securities which could not 
lawfully be included; that in those cases 
in which the Controller has increased the 
valuation of rcal estate reported by the 
bar.ks he has done so without authority of 


a Phe entire amount due from the trust 
companies and savings banks has been re- 
ceived with the exception of the amount 
due from one trust company and one sav- 
ings bank. 









PRAISES THE AMERICAN PRESS. 


Article in The London Times Attributed 
to C. F. Moberly Bell. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—A long article in The 
Times to-day by a special correspondent 
who was lately in America, which is doubt- 
less correctly attributed to C. F. Moberly 
Bell, general manager of the paper, de- 
scribes the writer’s experiences with inter- 
viewers and their capacity to provide ine 
teresting copy, whether the person inter- 
viewed contributes thereto or not. In con- 
clusion, however, the correspondent pays 
a high tribute to the American press as 
follows: 

‘But that the American press is ime 
proving and is bound to improve, cannot, I 
think, be doubted by any one who has 
come in contact, as I have Gone, with the 
men who have made it. However much 
one may differ from their standpoint or 
deprecate their methods, it is impossible to 
deny their quick intelligence and breadth 
of view, or the thorough earnestness and 
uprightness of purpose by which the con- 
ductors of the press are actuated, while 
in that which makes the _— greater in 
independence and incorruptibility, financial, 
political, or social, the American can com- 
pare on equal térms’ with the English 
press.”” 


MISS EASTWICK COMMITTED. 


To be Tried at the Old Bailey Oct. 21— 
Her Father Says She Has Had Fre- 
quent Attacks of Insanity. 


LONDON, Oct. 1.—Marie Josephine Easte 
wick of Philadelphia was brought up for 
the fourth time to-day at the Guildhall 
Police Court, charged with having, forged 
a railroad certificate to the value of £100,- 
000. Many spectators were in court. 

The accused was paler, and appeared 
to be more ill than before. The principal 
witness against her was William Walker, 
an American resident of London. The evi- 
dence presented largely covered the points 
already made public. 

A number of documents were introduced 
tending to show that Miss Eastwick was 
heavily in debt. Letters from Miss East- 
wick to her father and sister were pre- 
sented, in which she spoke of returning 
insanity and her approaching death. — 

Miss Eastwick was ultimately committed 
for trial at the Old Bailey on Oct. 21. She 
turned ghastly pale when committed, and 
staggered from the dock, assisted by the 
jailcrs. ; 

In an interview to-day Mr. Eastwick 
said his daughter had been insane, on and 
off, for years. She had been under re- 
straint, but he thought when they came to 
England that she had recovered. When 
he saw her after she had been committed, 
Miss Eastwick was perfectly dazed, and 
did not remember any of the evidence. 








A DANISH GUNBOAT SUNK. 


The Moen Founders While at Gun Prac 
tice—Her Crew Saved. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 1.—The Danish 
gunboat Méen, while at gun practice to- 
day, foundered to the eastward of the 
Middle Ground. Her masthead can be seen 
a few yards above the water. 

The crew of the vessel was saved. 





The Méen was an iron gunboat of 356 
tons displacement. She was 111 feet long, 
had 28 feet 10 inches beam, drew 7 feet 6 
inches of water, was driven by one pro- 

eller, and had 523 indicated horse power, 

he was built at Copenhagen in 1875, and 
carried one 10-inch muzzle-loading Arm- 
strong gun, two 3.4-inch Krupp guns, and 
two rapid-fire guns.

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PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
WILL SEEK COUNSEL 


He Counts Upon the Support and 
Approval of Party Leaders. 








Is Ready to Discuss Federal Patronage 
in New York with Senator Platt— 


No Immediate Changes. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—President Roose- 
velt is determined that no avoidable mis- 
take shall be made by him through neglect 


to familiarize himself with such matters 
as promise to require his action and the 
co-operation of Congress. If a different 


opinion has been expressed for him by over- 
anxious presons, who have fancied that he 
is seeking controversy that is unnecessary, 
these mistaken persons may have the ful- 
lest opportunity to get rid of their miscon- 
ceptions and to learn that the President 
counts upon the cordial support and ap- 
proval of the party leaders. And he ex- 
pects to be on as good terms with the op- 
position as was his predecessor by following 
closely the course of open-handed friendli- 
ness with the party of the opposition pur- 
sued by McKinley. 

As has been frequently noticed since Pres- 
ident Roosevelt succeeded to the Presiden- 
cy, his callers have not numbered many 
members of Congress. Of Senators calling 
upon him the number has been small,and on- 
ly a sprinkling of Representatives has made 
its way to his reception room every day. 
This is not mentioned as at all signifying 
any disinclination on the part of members 
of Congress to meet him or of the Presi- 
dent to have them call. The cause for it 
is simply that at this season there is little 
business here for Senators and Representa- 
tives, and not for six weeks later will the 
number be notably increased. 

Meantime, if there are any members of 
either house who have expressed any 
doubts concerning the desire of the Presi- 
dent to be advised, they will have oppor- 
tunity to give him their advice before the 
meeting of Congress, and even before he 
has completed his message to that body, 
not by general public announcement, but 
by personal invitation to come to Washing- 
ton and confer with him at the White 
House. Treating some stories about Sena- 


torial fears and criticisms as possibly not 
unfounded, the President, it is understood, 
has taken the trouble to invite every Sena- 
tor whose name has been associated with 
such reports to call upon him in order to 
reach an understanding quite free from any 
pencembe s0Ns toudhing his policy, formed 
mmediately after the death of President 
McKinley. 

It is very apparent that the President will 
very soon feel the pressure of the office- 
seeking members of both houses. Indeed, 
some of it has been already made known, 
and by Republicans who may forget that 
the new President has no heritage of party 
mortgages to take care of, nothing to sell 
and nothing to buy. If he hus any anxiety 
about the disposition of patronage he does 
not betray it. He expects no conflict about 
it, and he is confident that when the party 
leaders, chosen as such by the different 
States and districts, find that their agency 
will be respected so long as the necessity 
is kept in mind that in filling offices they 
shall offer men only of the standard called 
for by the President, the matter of per- 
sons or names will not cause any con- 
troversy between those who propose can- 
didates for office and the President who 
must appoint. 

The invitation to Senator Platt of New 
York to visit the President was sent to him 
in the same spirit in which invitations have 
been issued to other Senators. There is 
no doubt expressed here that Mr. Platt 
will accept the invitation, and that he will 
find the President ready to discuss places 
and men frankly, calmly, and upon the 
same basis that he will offer for the accept- 
ance of other Senators. 

It is not believed that Senator Platt will 
urge hasty action upon any of the cases of 
officials holding over in New York, or 
that any appointment, save perhaps in one 
instanc@, will be made before the middle of 
November. If it should be decided that 
the removal of Appraiser Wakeman should 
be made at once, it will be because a 
change in the occupant of the office has 
been urged upon public grounds by those 
acquainted with some irritating conditions 
existing between the Appraiser and the 
Treasury Department, suggesting such a 
course as calculated to provide a needed 
remedy. 

If there are any objections to officials 
now holding over or expecting to be re- 
appointed when their terms have expired, 
none of them has yet reached the Presti- 
dent. Rumors of charges have been heard, 
but no charges have been received here, 
either at the White House or at the Treas- 
ury Department. This is as true of Col- 
lector Bidwell as it is of Postmaster Van 
Cott: indeed, such comments as have 
reached the President concerning the of- 
ficial conduct of both these officers has 
been, it is asserted by competent authority, 
favorable to them; and if any complaints 
are to be made against either officer they 
bo be examined fully before action is 
aken. 


THE RENEWED BOER ACTIVITY. 


London Papers Protest Against Delay in 
Sending Reinforcements. 


LONDON, Oct. 2.—Within two weeks the 
war in South Africa will have entered upon 
its third year; and, in the face of the recru- 
descence of organized operations by the 
Boers and of the impossibility of carrying 
out War Secretary Brodrick’s promise to 
reduce the expenses by sending home some 
troops, the Government organs are again 
becoming restless. 

There is mystery surrounding the opera- 
tions and the whole situation in Natal, and 
the denials and evasions of the War Office 
concerning the alleged friction between Mr. 
Broderick and Lord Kitchener form the 
subject of editorial protests on all sides. 

‘“* We have the right to expect,” says The 
Standard, *‘ that the Government will lose 
no time in sending out such ample rein- 
forcements as the military chiefs on the 
spot deem necessary.” 

The Daily Mail, which finds evidence that 
Lord Kitchener is in a difficult predica- 
ment, and fears that the Government is 
delaying reinforcements out of a desire to 
avoid summoning Parliament to vote the 
necessary supplies, warns the Government 
that if this be the case a grave risk is be- 
ing run. 

Similar protests sre made on all sides. 

The Times, after reminding the Govern- 
ment of “‘ the repeated blunders and miscal- 
culations which have cost the empire such 


“@ terrible price, says: 


“A third campaign has now opened in 
South Africa, and there is no sign that the 
Government is doing anything to prepare 


‘ for, possibly, the dragging out of the war 


for several months more. Already it is too 
late to provide such a mobile force as 
would be adequate this Autumn. Is the 
Government domg anything to provide it 
even three months hence, and, if not, what 
possible excuse can the Government urge 
for this neglect?”

German Actors Score a Success in a 
New Play—Opening of the Irving 
Place Theatre’s Season. 


The season of the German stock company 
at the Irving Place Theatre was opened last 


| night with the performance for the first 
; time on any stage of a melodramatic trag- 


edy in three acts by Paul Heyse, the novel- 
ist and poet, entitled ‘‘ The Veiled Statue 
at Sais.”” The theatre was crowded to the 
doors by an audience which was not stingy 
with its approval, and the principal actors, 
some of them new to the Irving Place au- 
dience, had no reason to be dissatisfied 
with their reception, for their efforts were 
rewarded with curtain calls after every act. 

The play, as the majority of modern 
German plays of a serious kind, is some- 
thing of a problem play, and as most such 
playS it fails to solve the problem. The 
theme, which is treated with much dra- 
matic skill, centres in the search of a 
young Athenian after truth and the reason 
of all things. The time of the play is 350 
B. C., and therefore the young Grecian 
proceeds to Sais, in Egypt, where a veiled 
statue, so it is declared, embodies in itself 
all truth. Whoever gazes on the statue is 
punished by death by the goddess, a trusty 
priest with a good sword, well concealed 
in the folds of the curtain, dispatching the 
curious, so that the dfped public may not 
know that the goddess is merely a myth 
perpetuated to secure the priests in their 
position of wealth. 

A young girl betrothed to her cousin falls 
in love with the Athenian and tries to save 
him, but is murdered in a fit of jealousy by 
her betrothed, who, because of this jeal- 
ousy, had been selected to kill the seeker 
after truth. He accuses the Athenian of 
the crime, but the girl’s brother, stricken 
dumb years ago, who has witnessed the 
murder, suddenly regains his speech and 
denounces the real assassin. The latter is 
condemned to death, and the Athenian, 
whose yearning after truth has vastenly 
been stilled by the love of the dead girl, 
drowns himself in the Nile. 

The situations through which this plot is 
developed are strong and in each act lead 
up to an effective climax. The interest is 
well sustained, even though the complica- 
tions are simple. The phrasing of the lan- 
guage is very beautiful. The end of the 
last act could be improved by cutting out 
the two dozen lines or so after the an- 
nouncement of the hero’s death, which real- 
ly ends the play. 

No fault could be found with the inter- 
pretation of the lines by the players last 
night. Miss Kaethe Brandt as Taja, the 
heroine, is a newcomer, whose delightful 
voice and grace of bearing are so pleasing 
to the eye and ear that her success would 
be assured even with less talent than she 
betrayed last night. Her portrayal of the 
awakening of love in the young girl’s soul 
was a rare bit of acting, and indeed her 
Taja was without a flaw. Herr Alexander 
Rottmann as the young Athenian also made 
his first appearance here. He has a well- 
modulated voice, a ee aerencenee. and 
much power of expressioff, all of which he 
used to the best advantage. 

Otto Reimann, another new-comer, con- 
tributed a conscientious piece of character 
acting as the father of the young peasant 
girl. Especially gratifying was the clear 
enunciation of all the new members. Vliad- 
imir Schamberg as Arup, the jealous lover, 
and Ida Frey, as the dumb boy, were ex- 
cellent. The others did full justice to their 
parts. The grouping of the priests and 
people was exceedingly artistic, the stage 
management deserving much praise. The 
costumes and scenery were unusually good, 
although there were a few hitches in the 
working of the latter.

THE VEILED STATUE AT SAIS.|HISTORIGAL SOCIETY'S 


NEW BUILDING PLAN 


Acceptance of a Design for Its 
Up-Town Home. 





The Structure to Cost $1,000,000—In 
1904 the Society Hopes to See 
It Completed. 





Plans were adopted last evening by the 
New York Historical Society for its new 
one-million-dollar building. This action 
was taken at the first monthly meeting of 
the society since the Summer vacation, 
after an exhaustive report had been pre- 
sented by the Building Committee. 

The meeting was held in the hall of the 
society, Second Avenue and _ Eleventh 
Street, and a large delegation of members 
was present. President Eugene A. Hc--- 
man, Dean of the General Theological 
Seminary, presided, and the report of the 
Building Committee was read by the Secre- 
tary, Dr. Sydney H. Carney, Jr. It was re- 
ceived with marked approval, for it had not 
been expected by the members that the 
plans would be so far advanced as to per- 
mit of the adoption of any one design at 
this time. 

Plans were only called for last June, but 


in the interval six have been submitted, 
and the design of the architects, Messrs. 
York & Sawyer of 156 Fifth Avenue, was 
the one selected. A large plan of the ex- 
terior of the building was placed on ex- 
hibition. . 

The building will be erected on the land 
which the society has owned for several 
years, on Central Park West, including 
the entire block between Seventy-sixth 
and Seventy-seventh Streets. ‘The building 
space is 204 feet long and 125 feet deep. 

The new structure will be three stories in 
helght, but from the exterior will appear as 
only two stories, the upper story consist- 
ing of arched windows, divided by marble 
Ionic pillars. There will be nine of these 
arches in the centre section of the build- 
ing, and it will be flanked by two wings 
of more solid appearance. 

The building will be erected by wings, 
and the central portion will be the first 
begun. It will be the largest of the three 
sections, and will contain the principal 
rooms for lectures, the library, the por- 
trait and art galleries, and the museum 
halls. Beginning on the ground floor, re- 
ception rooms and committee rooms will 
be on either side and in the rear, beyond 
a broad hall, will be the large lecture hall, 
capable of seating 530 persons. The seats 
will be arranged in tiers. On the right of 
this hall will be a smaller lecture room, to 
accommodate about seventy persons, and 
opposite will be one of the library rooms. 

Ascending the next floor the reading 
room will be found directly over the lecture 
hall. This has been arranged in a large 
circle. Book alcoves will be placed on the 
outer edges of the circle, and within will 
be the tables for reading and investiga- 
tion. About 200 persons can use the room 
comfortably, and for students on special 
research there will be two or three smaller 
rooms. . 

Another room will be to the left of the 
circular reading room, which is modelled 
somewhat after the large room in _ the 
British Museum Library. The stack rooms 
in the central section will furnish shelving 
for 184,000 volumes. When the two side 
wings are finished, in addition to the stack 
room in the basement, there will be shelf 
room for fully 250,000 books. 

The museum and art galleries will be 
peated in the large halls on the upper 
loor along the Park front, where there 
will be abundance of light and _ special 
facilities have been arranged for the suit- 
able hanging of the pictures. When one 
of the side wings is finished, the valuable 
portrait collection owned by the society 
will find a permanent home in a special 
gallery there. Other smaller rooms will be 
evoted to the museum collections, and in 
the basement there will be exhibition rooms 
for the department of antiquities. 

In expressing his approval of the new 
ples and the hope that actual work will 
egin in a short time, President. Hoffman

aid: 

‘‘We all feel pleased at the prospect of 
getting in our new home before many more 
years, and the adoption of this plan is a 
long step toward that end. It is estimated 
that the portion first to be erected will 
cost about $400,000, and we have about 
$100,000 in cash subscribed. With the value 
of the present site, owned outright by the 
society, we can safely say that about half 
the amount needed to begin work is in 


hand. 

An additional subscription of $5,000 was 
announced from Mrs. Frederick Ek. Thomp- 
son, and in appreciation of her gift she was 
elected a life member of the society. 

The Building Committee, in addition to 
the President and Secretary, consistajgmt 
Nicholas Fish, Frederic Wendell Jackson, 
Daniel Parish, Jr., F. Robert Schell, John 
J. Tucker, Archer M. Huntington, Charles 
A. Bherman, Charles Francis Hoffman, Jr., 
and Robert Kelby. The Rev. J. Frederick 
Talcott was added to this committee. 

The aim of the New York Historical So- 
ciety is to get in its home by 1904, which 
will be the centennial year of the society. 
The ninety-seventh anniversary of the so- 
ciety will be celebrated on Nov. 19 next, 
and it was announced that the address will 
be delivered by Charles Francis Adams, 
President of the Massachusetts Historical 
Society. 

The first home of the New York His- 
torical Society was in the rear of the City 
Hall, a room being given by the city. 
There the members met from 1804 to 1809. 
From the latter year to 1816 the quarters 
were in the old Government House at the 
foot of pene Green. From 1816 to 1832 
the home was in the New York Institution 
and from 18382 to 1837 in Remsen’s Build- 
ing on Broadway, near Reade Street. 

From the latter year to 1841 the home was 
in the old Stuyvesant Institute, and from 
1841 to 1853 in the rooms of the New York 


revere. on Washington Square. In 1853 
the society celebrated its fifty-third anni- 
versary taking possession of its present

site on Hecond Avenue, then one of the 
fashionable quarters of the city.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The State De- 
partment has received a report from Frank 
H. Mason, Consul General at Berlin, com- 
paring Patent Office practice in this coun- 
try with that in Germany. 

Failure to realize the difference in the 


two systems of application he holds to be 
responsible for. most of the troubles of 
American inventors at the German Patent 
Office. Many applications, which would 
be correct at ashington, fail at Berlin 
for lack of informalities which, according 
to Mr. Mason, any clerk in a patent law. 
yer’s office should recognize and be able 
to correct. 

A more thorough knowledge of the Ger- 
man patent laws by American inventors is 
suggested by the report, which states that 
there is no country where it is more nec- 
essary for American inventors to protect 
their inventions by patents. A foreign in- 
ventor may not deal directly with the im- 
perial German Patent Office. He must be 
represented there by a patent attorney of 
recognized standing. A list of acceptable 
attorneys located throughout_the empire 
is kept at the German Patent Office. 

Specifications and claims for patents on 
American inventions should be translated 
into German by some one able to put tech- 
nical descriptions into | precise German. 
Failure on this point often results in the 
loss of German patents by American in- 
ventors or renders them, if gained. loose in 
provisions and impaired in value. The Ger- 
man patent law provides that an applica- 
tion for a patent must be filed before the 
invention has been disclosed in any gener- 
ally accessible publication in the past hun- 
dred years.

Soutache braid is to be used largely 
this year, and is to be seen on many hand- 
some frocks. It is always a satisfactory 
trimming; there is a certain refinement as 


well as style to it which is pleasing.

One attractive tan cloth gown is trimmed 
with the soutache braid in black and white. 
It is put on with a French touch that is 
good. Around the lower part of the skirt, 
which is cut as simply as possible, there 
are six rows of the black braid with one 
of the white below it. There are festoons 
of the braid, one row of black and one of 


white, finished at the top of each festoon 
with three loops put on, clover fashion; 
that familiar form which has been put on 
gowns in a similar way from time im- 
memori That is all the trimming on the 
skirt. wo rows, one of black and one of 
white, finish the edge of the jacket, which 
is a short box coat, and the three loops 
finish the corners where the braid turns 
to run up the side. The slash pockets are 
finished with two rows of soutache 
and loops in the same way. ‘The collar to 
the coat is charmingly etfective. It is of 
blue perhaps, more of a turquoise shade 
than anything else, and has a high stand- 
ing collar, the entire outside of the velvet 
finished at the two ends with many rows 
of black braid and one of white. On 
the inside of the coat—and here is a charm- 
ing French touch—is a wide facing of er- 
mine on either sidey running the full length 
of the fronts, and in the centre of the 
standing collar is more of the ermine, 
which is carried from this down the fronts, 
giving the effect of being one piece. 
The two side or ends of the collar inside, 
as on ‘the outside, are of velvet and 
finished with black soutache braid in many 
rows and one row of white. There is a 
bit of gold braid here also, and it is car- 
ried down to the opening of the coat at 
the throat, where there are a few danglers 
of gold, but these seem to be a little aside 
from the scheme of the coat, unnecessary, 
and most women would consider it more 
satisfactory without them. But this is a 
very charming suit, and an exposition of 
the way in which soutache braid is used 
with good effect. The plain sleeves of this 
coat are finished with six rows of black 
braid and one of white on the extreme 
edge.

Gray soutache is used on another hand- 
some gray suit made with an overdress 
effect. There are a number of rows of 
soutache around the lower edge of the 
skirt, more of it around the edge of the 


overdress and sleeves, all of the exact 
shade of the gown. There is a pretty touch 
to this gown aside from the braid, and this 
is the introduction of a little blue into the 
decorations. There are scrolls of em- 
broidery running up the front of the gown 
n either side, and the centres of the 
heavier parts of the design are applica- 
tions of a peculiar shade of blue velvet, 


neither light nor dark, but of a soft, dull 
shade. of this velvet is introduced 
into the collar, and therd is a line of it 


which finishes the edge of the overdress.

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DEATH OF AN OLD PILOT. 


Thomas Francis Murphy, After Bringing 
In the Allianca, Passed Away 
in the Cabin. 

Thomas Francis Murphy, one of the old- 
est of the Sandy Hook pilots, died sudden- 
ly sometime during Monday night on board 
the Panama steamship Allianca while the 
latter was anchored off Quarantine. Heart 
disease is believed to have been the cause 
of death. 

Murphy boarded the steamship off Scot- 
land Lightship at about 7 o'clock. On the 
way up the lower bay he complained of be- 
ing ill. When the anchor was lowered he 
retired to the cabin. Yesterday morning 
when efforts were made to arouse him 
he was found to be dead. The vessel at 
once came to its pier, No. 57, North River. 

Murphy was born in Ireland on Feb. 4, 


1840. When nine years old he came to this 
country as a cabin boy in the ship Atias, 
and soon after sailed on the schooner Wal- 
ter Francis for San Francisco, remaining 
in the West until 1853. He returned to 
New York at that time on the ship Wiil- 
iam Bell. Soon after he embarked on the 
United States frigate Independence, and 
was in the East Indian service. 

In 1860 he enlisted in the United States 
Navy, and was assigned to the Minnesota. 
He rose to be a petty officer and particl- 
pated in the fight between the Monitor and 
the Merrimac. 

Soon ufterward he returned to New York 
and engaged in business for a short time, 
but relinquished that and returned to his 
native country for a visit. Upon his return 
in 1864 he became a pilot on the Charlotte 
Webb, No. 5, and later, while waiting for 
his license, was assistant sailing master on 
the yacht Dauntless. On July 18, 1871, ae 
received his license as a pilot, and since 
that time had been engaged in that work. 

Murphy was on board the pilot boat Bait- 
man in 1888, when that vessel was wrecked 
and severai men were drowned. 

He lived at 8393 Tenth Street, Brooklyn, 
and is survived by one daughter and two 
sons, one of whom is a pilot. His son-in- 
law is also a pilot. He was a member and 
Treasurer of the Sandy Hook Pilot Club, of 
Faas Post, G. A. R., and Elk Lodge, 
wo. 22 





DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Rev. Percy Browne.

BCSTON, Mass., Oct. 1.—The Rev. Percy 


Browne, rector of St. James's Episcopal 
Church, Roxbury, died this morning. Mr. 
Browne was rector of this church for thirty 
years. He was born in Dublin, Ireland, 
sixty-two years ago, and came to this 
country when a boy. He prepared for the 
ministry at Kenyon College, Gambier, 
Ohio, in the same class with a brother 
of Phillips Brooks. Upon leaving college 
he entered the Philadelphia Divinity School, 
where he graduated in 1864, when he was 
called to the assistant rectorship of the 


Church of the Ascension, New York City. 
Then he was called to the rectorship of 
St. Philip’s Church, Philadelphia. 

In January, 1871, he came te,.St. James’s, 
Roxbury, succeeding the Rev. Mr. Con- 
verse. He was President of the Clericus 
Club, an organization composed of Episco- 
pal clergymen, succeeding Phillips Brooks 
when the latter became Bishop. He was a 
member of the Wednesday Evening Club 
of 1777.

Passengers May Be Carried from That 
Place to the City Hall in Fifty- 
four Minutes. 


The State Railroad Commission, in ses- 
sion at the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday, 
continued the hearing on the application 
of the New York and Port Chester Rail- 
way for a certificate declaring the pro- 
posed road to be a convenience and a pub- 
lic necessity. Only two witnesses were 
examined. One of these—William Barclay 
Parsons, engineer of the rapid transit tun- 
nel. system—pronounced the proposed road 
a good thing and declared its construction 
to be practicable. 

The other witness, who was on the stand 
nearly all day, was William C. Gottshall, 
engineer of the New York and Port Ches- 
ter Railway Company. Stations, he said, 
would be located as follows: 

. Express Trains—East One Hundred and 
Thirty-second Street, Willis Avenue, East 
One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street, Bronx 
Park. Bronx, Pelham, Parkway, Fulton 


venue, Mount Vernon; North Street, New 
Qxchelles Chatsworthy Avenye, Larahmanty 


Delancey Avenue, Mamaroneck; Taylor 
Lane, Rye Beach Road, and Grace Church 
Street, Rye, and the terminus at Port 
Chester. 

Local Trains—Hunt's Road, Bear Swamp, 
Corsair Lane, and Boston Post Road, New 
York; Fifth Avenue, Mount Vernon; Wolf's 
ane, Pelham; Webster Avenue, New Ro- 
chelle; Weaver Street, Larchmont, and 
Boston Post Road, Rye. 

Mr. Gottshall explained that while the 
proposed read would carry express passen- 
gxers from Port Chester tc the City Hall, 
New York, in fifty-four minutes, the best 
time he had made over the same route by 
the. single-track trolley system and the 
Manhattan Elevated had been two hours 
and fifty minutes. On other occasions the 
time required was three hours and ten min- 
utes and three hours and twenty minutes, 
respectively. Much delay, he.said, was oc- 
ecasioned by turn-outs and vn It was 
proposed to run 198 trains daily, the ex- 
press trains running at a speed of forty 
miles an hour and the locals at twenty-five 
miles. 

There would be four rates of fare— 
straight single trip, straight round trip, 
and books of fifty rides and 100 rides, re- 
spectively. All fares west ended in the 
Bronx. All fares from any one point to 
any other point in the Bronx would be 5 
cents. Mr. Gottshall presented the fol- 
lowing table of fares:

STOLE A LOADED TRUCK. 


West Street Crowds Witnesses of a 
Chase for Men Who Tried to 
Escape with Their Booty. 

Two men stole a truck loaded with six 
eases of dry goods valued at $2,000 and 
drove up West Street at an exciting pace 

yesterday afternoon. 

The goods belonged to Wertheimer & Hol- 
lander, 159 and 161 Greene Street, and were 
in charge of Thomas Gallagher, driver of 
the truck. 

Gallagher drove to Pier 21 North River 
and entered the office of the railroad com- 
pany to check off a bill of lading. While 
in the office Gallagher kept an eye on his 
truck through a small window. He turned 
around to speak to the clerk a moment 
and when he looked again his truck was 
gone. 

Rushing out of the officg, Gallagher 
found Policeman Shanahan standing at 
West and Duane Streets, and explained 
the situation to him. Policeman Shanahan 
and Gallagher ran up West Street and after 
going about a block met Detective Mc- 
Kenna and he joined them in the chase. 

After a run of two blocks they caught 
sight of the truck ahead. Two men were 
on it and were lashing the horses. In and 
out of the crush of trucks they drove at a 
gallop, running’ into several teams and 
barely missing others. The two officers’ 
shouts only served to increase the pace of 
the fugitives. 

At Jashington and Beach Streets the 
truck became entangled and could get no 
further. The men then left the truck and 
tried to hide among the vehicles drawn up 
in close array, but were finally captured. 
They described themselves as James Burke, 
thirty years old, 134 West Houston Street, 
and Daniel Gibson, thirty years old, 193

Official action of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion yesterday, deserving the applause 
of every man believing in sensible and 
honest industrial management, is des- 
tined to exert influence reaching far be- 
yond the company’s own affairs. In de- 
claring current dividends the Trustees 
issue to their shareholders a statement 
of operations covering a period of six 
months. It is full. detailed, explicit—all 
that fairness can require. 

That the financial exhibit so made is 
extraordinary in its reflection of Ameri- 
can industrial prosperity is of itself of 
vast consequence; but even more conse- 
quential is the policy of candor and open 
dealing with investors which the igsu- 
ance of such a statement by such a cor- 
poration presents—magnificent in its 
contrast with the mysteries and dangers 
of blind pool financiering. 

The Sugar Trust, the Copper Trust, 
and most of the other trusts whose “ se- 
curities’’ are quoted on Wall Street have 
from their start insisted upon working 
They have said to the 
Stock Exchange that it was none of the 
Stock Exchange’s business what they as 
corporations are, what is their property, 
what may be their liabilities, what their 
earnings and expenses are. Requests of 
the Stock Exchange for light has been 
treated with thoroughgoing contempt. 
And the shareholders in such corpora- 
tlons—the actual owners of them—are 
treated with the same flagrant insolence. 
It is the capital of those shareholders

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The attendance of many Stock Ex- 
change members at the international 
yacht race was responsible for the ex- 
treme dullness and irregularity of the 
stock market yesterday. Little more 
than 330,000 shares were traded in 
throughout the day, with four stocks-— 
Atchison, Sugar, and Steel common and 
preferred—contributing fully one-third 
of the entire transactions. Only five 
other stocks besides 
were dealt in to a total of more than 
10,000 shares each, to wit: Amalgamated 
Copper, Chicago Terminal preferred, 
Missouri Pacific, Reading, and Union 
Pacific. So dull, indeed, was the mar- 
sket, and so altogether listless, that nov 
infrequently the tape failed to record 
a single transaction for several minutes 
at a time. 

Yet the market was not without feat- 
ure. Taking advantage of the absence 
of many important operators, and of the 
consequent limited market, the room- 
traders made a vigorous onslaught on 
two separate properties, Sugar Trust 
and Chicago Terminal, in the former 
case forcing a break of nearly five 
points, and in the latter of almost three. 
Not unnaturally, these material’ reces- 
sions tended to weaken the entire list. 
forcing quite general declines, which, 
however, were in many instances almost 
altogether recovered before the mar- 
ket’s close.

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OARD OF ESTIMATE. 
AND BUDGET FOR 1902 


Mayor Van Wyck Refuses to In- 
erease Any Appropriation. 











Tells Mr. Feitner and Corporation Coun 
sei Whalen that They Must 
Cut Down Salaries. 





The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment started to work yesterday on the 
budget for 1902. Mayor. Van Wyck an- 
nounced his policy in regard to the appro- 
priations for the city departments, and 
during the session he made many remarks 
on public matters. 

The first estimate considered was the 
Mayor’s office. The amount asked by 
Mayor Van Wyck is $63,755, the same sum 
which has been allowed him for the pay- 
ment of salaries and contingencies for two 
years without any increase. The amount 


Was appropriated for 1902 without a pro- 
test. The Municipal Assembly budget for 


next year will be decreased as the new 
charter, which goes into effect on Jan. 1 
next, abolishes the Municipal Council. 
There was allowed for this year $227,000, 
and the amount asked for, $191,752 for 
1902, was allowed without discussion. 


The first difference arose over the request 
for an increased appropriation for the De- 
partment of Taxes and Assessments. Pres- 
ident Feitner of the Tax Department asked 
for $340,950 as against $324,950 allowed 
for this year. 

“The additional appropriation is needed 
for new Deputies and for additional cleri- 
cal help to do the work. /The city is grow- 
ing rapidly and we need the additional 
azelp,” said President Feitner. 

“We will look into that a bit before al- 
lowing the increase. I want to say right 
here that I am opposed to any increase in 


salaries or in the number of officials em- 
ployed by the city,” said Mayor Van Wyck. 

“We will have to have two more depu- 
ties,’’ protested President Feitner. 

‘“‘Cut some salaries,’ said Mayor Van 
Wyck in a quick tone of voice. 

President Guggenheimer also announced 
that he would oppose any increase in the 
salary account of the city. 

“We might as well begin with the mem- 
bers of this board,’’ said Mayor Van Wyck 
looking squarely at President Feitner. ‘If 
the officials who are members of this 
board demand and obtain increases in 
appropriations for their departments then 
the other departments will demand the 
same treatment. President Feitner, you 
will have to cut down salaries,”’ 

President Feitner protested. 

““Move that the Tax Department be al- 
lowed the same sum as last year,” said 
President Guggenheimer. The motion was 
passed promptly. 

Mayor Van Wyck ‘then raised his voice 
to a high pitch and said: 

‘“*T want to say that we shall go ahead 
and make the budget for next year just 
the same as if all the officials of this 
board were going to be here again. The 
tact that the ae oy may be changed does 
not concern us. am nearing the end of 
my term in this office, but I am not going 
to shirk my work. When this administra- 
tion came into office the budgets that had 
been made for us by the former Cities of 
Brooklyn and New York were fakes—fakes 
~—fakes!’’ 

Mayor Van Wyck pounded the table with 
his clinched fists. 

‘We are not going to fake. We are 
going to do our duty, and make the most 
economical and accurate budget possible 
under the new charter,’’ continued Mayor 
Van Wyck. 

The budget for the College of the City 
of New York was considered yesterday, be- 
cause it was said that Edward M. Shepard 
wanted to complete his arrangements for 
his trip to Europe. The date originally set 


ior the hearing on this budget was late 
in the month. b 

Edward Lauterbach and Edward M. Shep- 
ard appeared on behalf of the college. They 
argued for an increase of the appropria- 
tion from $220,000 to $288,000. Elaborate 
tables were produced to show the large in- 
crease in attendance. It was shown that 
there had “baen an increase from 650 pupils 
in attendance to 2,350, and that the per 
capita cost had been reduced from $188 per 
year to $88.75. 

“This college is expected to do as good 
work as Columbia,” said Mr. Lauterbach. 


“That college is not hampered by lack of 
money.” , 

Mayor Van Wyck swung about in his 
chair and said sharply: 

‘Mr. Lauterbach, would you like to have 
us entangle the finances of New York City 








as those of Columbia have been en- 
tangled? ”’ 

“TIT know very little about the finances 

of Columbia,” said Mr. Lauterbach in Ris 


smoothest tones. 
Edward M. Shepard said: 







“We cannot have efficiency if:only a 
small amount is appropriated. Economy is 
forced at the cost of efficiency. We do 


not ask for this increase to enable us to 
increase a single salary. We promise that 
we will not do that. What we do intend to 
do is to employ a sufficient number of in- 
structors so that the students can be prop- 
erly educated.”’ 

Mr. Shepard then said that under the 
curriculum established by the Board of Re- 
gents the course was changed from five to 
seven years, and spoke of the two years of 
high school work with which the college 
was handicapped. 

**Do you think it is wise to carry on a 
high school _ with the college?” asked 
Mayor Van Wyck. 

Mr. Shepard said he did not, and thought 
th¢ younger students should be taught in 
the ~ schools, where they properly be- 
onge 

‘All I can say is that this is the first in- 
crease you have asked for. We will look 
into the matter closely,”’ said Mayor Van 
Wyck, dismissing the delegation, 

Corporation Counsel Whalen’s budget 
was next considered. This official asked 
for an increase of $35,000 to run the Law 
Department next year. The amount al- 
lowed for 1901 was $404,758, and the amount 
asked for 1902 was $435,748. 

“ All I want to say is that the increase is 
not for salaries. The amount asked for 
the salary account is the same as last 
year, but there are large contingency ex- 
penses to be met,” said Corporation Coun- 

* sel Whalen. 

“Mr. Whalen must take a dose of his 
own medicine,” said Mayor Van Wyck. 

“Move he be allowed the same sum for 
1902 as was allowed for 1901,”’ said Presi- 
dent Guggenheimer. 

“ Carried,”’ said Mayor Van Wyck, with- 
out the formality of a vote. 

Then came the consideration of the bud- 
gst put in by Controller Coler for the 

“inance Department. He reported that the 
increases in his budget for 1902 aggregated 
$58,555 and the decreases $13,290, so that the 
total increase asked is $45,265. Of this 
amount $5,000 was necessary to pay the 
increased salary of the Controller under the 
new charter. The appropriation for the 
Finance Department for 1901 was $842,- 
305, and the estimate for 1902 is $887,570. 

‘“Move that the same sum be allowed as 
was allowed for this year,’’ said President 
Guggenheimer. 

“Wait a moment,” said Controller Coler. 
“*T shall not be the Controller next year, 
but I agree with the Mayor that we should 
go ahead and make the best budget we 
can. Under the amended charter the salary 
of the Controller is increased $5,000 a year 
and the auditing bureaus of the Police De- 
partment and the Board of Education are 
added to the Finance Department. The 
powers of that department are increased 
by the new charter and a larger force will 
be necessary. I do not wish to embarrass 
my successor.”’ 

“Cut some salaries,’’ said President Gug- 
genheimer. 

‘““T have great faith in Controller Coler 
and his deputy, Mr. Levey,’’ said Mayor 
Van Wyck. ‘*‘ We must not be too arbi- 
trary with the Finance Department.” - 

The motion was then made that the 
budget submitted by Controller Coler be 
laid aside until a detailed statement of the 
necessity for the increase in the appro- 
priation is presented to the Board. 

There was to be-a hearing yesterday dn 
the estimates for the offices of Borough 
Presidents. The hearings were adjourned 
es Mayor Van Wyck said that the budgets 
of other denartments which would be af- 
fected by the appropriations for the offices

Wrangles Over Advertising Sign Boards 
and Brocklyn’s Water Supply. 

* The session of the Board of Aldermen 

_wenterday was marked by bitter debates be-

tween the Democratic and Republican mem- 
bers. Charges were made on both sides 
that resolutions were being rushed through 
or obstructed for political effect, and the 
leaders of the Tammany forces and the 
| minority leaders became invglved in sever- 
al wrangles. 

One of the most important matters con- 
sidered was an. ordinance favored by Build- 
ing Commissioner Wallace as an amend- 
ment to the Building Code. The amend- 
ment contains a sweeping provision pro- 
hibiting the placing of advertising signs ‘or 
billboards .on houses, and any architect 
or builder who places any such sign in posi- 
tion without authority of the Building De- 


partment is guilty of a misdemeanor and is 
punishable by a fine of not more than $250 
tor each offense, or by imprisonment for 
not more than three months, or both. 

The contention of Building Commissioner 
Wallace is that under the present provis- 
ions of the code, builders and architects can 
violate the law, and the only redress is a 
civil suit brought by the city. Commis- 
sioner Wallace said that over 25,000 cases 
of violation of the Building Code had been 
reported and that over 6,000 suits were 
pending. 

Alderman Goodman said: 

“I want to call the attention of 
members to one fact. 
amendment is drawn, 
penter, a mason, or a helper, and every 
such person employed on any building 
where it was claimed that a violation of the 
Building Code existed could be arrested. 
The ordinance is far too sweeping, and if 
the board wants to pass such an ordinance, 
the liability and imprisonment should be 
confined to the owner, builder, or the ar- 
chitect, and not to every laborer on the 
structure,”’ 

The Tammany members became some- 
what excited and readily agreed to the 
amendment proposed by Alderman Good- 
man, who is a Republican. 

A motion was then made to refer the 
matter to the Railroad’ Committee. This 
motion was lost on a party vote. 

The Tammany members then forced the 
matter to a vote and carried the ordinance 
by a majority after passing the amend- 
ment, making only the owner, builder, or 
architect of the building liable for fine or 
imprisonment. 

Under a mandamus’ granted by the Su- 
preme Court the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day voted to approve a bond ‘issue for 
$1,318,332 for land for the new park at 
Fifty-second Street and the North River. 
A bond issue for $75,000 for a pumping en- 
gine at Millburn Reservoir, on Long Island, 
was also approved. The issue of $300,000 
to build an addition to the Brooklyn Insti- 
tute of Arts and Sciences was also ap- 
proved. Alderman McInnes called for the 
report of the Finance Committee on the 
issue of $320,000 of bonds for lands, build- 
ings, and pumping stations in the Thirty- 
second Ward. 

The Brooklyn members contended that 
Brooklyn's water supply should be _ in- 
creased. The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Water Supply after the dis- 
cussion.

THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 


Attempt to Bring Up Advertising Sign 
Ordinance Passed by Aldermen, 


The Municipal Council met yesterday and 
passed the bond issue amounting to $1,318,- 
332 for the park at Fifty-second Street and 
the North River. 

Councilman Oakley attempted to bring up 


the amendment to the Building Code, which 
had passed the Board of Aldermen, prohib- 
iting placing advertising signs on buildings 
and making all violations or the Building 
Code punishable by a fine of $250 and im- 
prisonment for three months. 

Councilman Hottenroth claimed that a 
public hearing was to be held on Friday, 
and no action should be taken. Commis- 
sioner Wallace was present and urged the 
passage of the ordinance. The motion to 
adopt the amendment was lost. 

Councilman Goodwin, who was presiding, 
advised that the proposed amendment to 
the Building Code be made a special order 
and the matter. was thus kept from going 
to the Law Committee. Under the resolu- 
tion the public hearing scheduled for Fri- 
day will not take place. 


COMEDY AT A BROOKLYN FIRE. 


Butcher Rescues an Empty Baby Car- 
riage—Mr. O’Mara Sleeps All 
Through the Turmoil. 

A fire which was devoid of tragedy but 
rich in comedy occurred yesterday morning 
at 523 Court Street, Brooklyn. On. the 
third floor of the building Nve David 
O’ Mara, sixty-eight years old, his son, and 
the latter’s wife. Mr. O’Mara the elder is 
employed as night watchman. When he 
reached home yesterday morning he, as 

usual, retired to his room to sleep. 

Fifteen “minutes later his daughter-in- 
law discovered that a fire had started in 
some unknown way in the parlor. She tried 
to get to her father-in-law’s room to arouse 
him, but was driven back by smoke. She 
cried out to him repeatedly, however, and 
then ran into the hallway and ealled for 
help. A man who conducts a butcher's 
shop on the ground floor ran up stairs in 
response to the cries. Through the smoke 
he spied a baby carriage in the hall. 

“Save the child!’ some one shouted 
from below. 

The butcher ran to the baby carriage, 
prked *t up, and hurried with it down to 
the street. Then to his astonishment he 
= sng that there was no child in the car- 
riage. = 

Meanwhile the tired Mr. O'Mara was 
peacefuily sleeping through it all in his 
reom. A policeman and a fireman ran 
back up stairs with the butcher to the 
rescue of O'Mara. Without losing a mo- 
ment they picked the sleeping O'Mara 
up bodily from his bed and carried him 
down stairs to apartments there. He awoke, 
rubbed his eyes, and asked: 

“What's the trouble?’”’ 

The policeman, who had an idea that 
°’Mara had been suffocated 4 smoke, was 
so astonished, he nearly collapsed. The 
firemen made short work of the fire, which 
caused damage amounting to a few hun- 
dred dollars. 


69TH REGIMENT ARMORY. 


New Structure to Occupy a Block Front 
on Lexington Avenue. 

Plans Were filed at the Building Depart- 
ment yesterday for the new armory of the 
Sixty-ninth Regiment, which will occupy 
the entire block front on the west side of 
Lexington Avenue, between Twenty-fifth 


and Twenty-sixth Streets. Horgan & Slat- 
tery have designed the structure, and, ac- 
cording to their estimate, it will cost 
$450,000. 

The drill hall will be 262 feet long by 
189 feet wide. On the first floor there 


will be a library and meeting room, as 
well ag accommodations for the quarter- 
master, commissary, and armorer.

Plaster Models Wilh Illustrate the Pro- 
posed Changes—A Court of 
Honor Projected. 

Two plaster models are being erected in 
the Justice’s chambers in the Coupty Court 
House. One of these models will show the 
proposed interior changes and the other 

the exterior. 

For two years there has been considera- 
ble agitation over'the necessity of a modi- 
fication in the arrangement of the Court 
House. A Building Committee of the Jus- 
tices was appointed, and this committee 
devised a scheme of réconstruction. The 
crampedsand irregular central court of the 
building will,become a beautiful court of 
honor, TweAty-four green marble pillurs 
will support the roof of the court. All the 
present small rooms, which’ choke up the 
air space, will be removed. Promenades 
will surround the court. Extensive wings 
will be added to the present building. 

The Building Committee consists of Jus- 
tices Truax, Dugro, and Scott. For over a 
year they have been at work. While 
abroad during the past Summer Justice 
Dugro visited many European Temples of 
Justice. Other members of the committee 
studied the arrangements of,Court Houses 
ih this country. Messrs. Hargan & Slat- 
tery were selected to prepare the plans for 
the alterations. 

Under an act of the Legislature the com- 
mittee was authorized to obtain an issue 
of bonds to cover the cost of the changes, 
No definite amount was fixed, and as a re- 
sult the architects have not only followed 
out the suggestions of the Justices, but 
have adopted some of their own in the 
models submitted. 

‘“‘Cost?’’ skid one of the Justices. ‘ The 
changes may cost a million, or they may 
cost five times that amount. It depends 
upon whether the architects’ plans are /ol- 
lowed or not.”’ 

None of those interested would give out 
any detailed account of ‘the new plans 
yesterday. 

Justice Truax, Chairman of the Building 
Committee, said: 

“The models now being erected in our 
chambers are only for the purpose of sug- 
gésting further criticism of the other Jus- 
tices. The models embody the Building 
Committee's ideas, with some other sug- 
gestions. They are subject to much. radi- 
cal change. 1 I can say is that if we can 
go ahead we will have a beautiful Court 
House, and one that is well adapted to ».ur 
needs. You must understand, of course, 
that we were necessarily limited by che 
fact that we had to arrange to carry cut 
a plans for changes on the old founda- 
tions.” 

It 1s hoped by the committee that worh 
can be started some time next Spring, ani 
that another. year will see the Counly 
Court Hoyse completely remodeled.

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DISBARRED LAWYER'S PLEA. 


Justice O’Gorman Hears Arguments of 
Peter’ M. Sullivan;’"Who Claims Dam- 
ages from Supreme Court Judges. 


Peter M. Sulllyan, who was disbarred for 
frregularity inf practice by the Appellate 
Division of the Fourth Department of the 
Supreme Court, appeared before Justice 
O'Gorman yesterday as his own counsel 
in’ suits for damages aggregating $200,000, 
hrdught against the Justices who disbarred 
him and the lawyers interested in the prv- 
ceedings. 

The plaintiff removed to this county and 
began action here. The defendants now 
want all the cases transferred to Niagara 
or Erle County on the ground that all the 
witnesses. reside in that part of the State. 
Sullivan, in opposing this motion, said to 
Justice O’Gorman: 

‘““The Justices in Western New York, the 
Justices before whom they want this case 
tried, are the worst Anarchists in the 
country. If my charges are false—the 
charges I’ make in my paper—then I deserve 
to be hanged. I charge that this whoie 
¢onspiracy, which my papers will show, is 
all the result of Republican Platt politics.’ 

Sullivan soon after his disbarment wrote 
a book entitled ‘‘ The California Conspiracy 
with New York Episodes."’ In this work he 
made grave charges against the Justices. 

hy his argument yesterday Sullivan said: 

“t have in robbed of my license there, 
and‘ I. could’ not. get a fair trial. I moved 
to this great city so as to get justice :1 
this matter: I will file a copy of my -book 
with’ the papers in this case, and I hope 
your Honor will read it. The facts in my 

ok are true,”’ 

The’ specific -case in. which the argument 
was made was that which Sullivan brought 
against Carlton H. Ladd, who was of coun- 
sel in’ the Czolgosz case. Mr. Ladd was 
interested in the disbarment proceedings. 

Sullivan, charges Mr. Ladd with thirt;- 
three specific snlareproscn cations. and he 
should, according to the plaintiff's views, be 
imprisoned for thirty-three years and pay a 
fine of $16,500 in addition to the persona! 
damages demanded... 

After listening to the argument Justice 
O'Gorman reserved, his decision. .

“LEGAL NOTES. 





ALLEGED TRESPASS BY CITY SURVEYOR.— 
Edward M. Laws, Jr., a civil engineer in 
the employ of the Board of Public Jm- 
provements, entered upon the premises at 
Elmhurst, L. I., owned by Clarence Ed- 
wards Jr., a lawyer, for the purpose of 
making a survey for a city map... Mr..Ed- 
wards ordered Laws off his place; but the 
‘letter showed his badge and refused to go, 
He then continued his work. A Judgment 
for the defendant in an action for trespass 
brough: by Mr. Edwards against Mri Laws 
has been affirmed by the Second: Appellate 
Division on the opinion of Justice Ras-, 
quin. of the oe - Court. He says -in 
the course of his opinion: ; ' : 

“1 do not think the act of the-defendant 
is one that comes within the rule of tak- 
ing property from the owner without just 
comper.sation. A survey and. other _pre- 
liminary steps are not such a taking., As is 
said in Dillon on- Municipal Corporations, 
(Section, 614:) ‘ Preliminary. surveys. may 
be authorized by the Legislature without 
making compensation therefor, and they, 
when so authorized, are not trespasses. 

As to the objection raised by the defend- 
‘ant that proof of authority to enter the 
premises under the Greater NewYork 
charter was not admissible, as such statute, 
had not been pleaded, Justice Rasquin, de~-- 
eides that it is only a private statute"or a 
right derived therefrom that need be plead. 
ed. “The courts have gone so far,’’ he 
says, ‘‘as to hold that where a statute is 
neither private nor local, it must,'be re- 
garded as public to that extent, and sus- 
ceptible of judicial cognizance without ‘hav- 
ing been pleaded.”’ 





CONTRACT. FOR SERVICES.—James B. 
Hotchkiss, of Buffalo, N. Y., entered into 
a contract with John Godkin of Bay ‘City, 
Mich., by which he agreed to superintend 
and manage Godkin’s lumber yard, situat- 
ed at ‘Tonawanda, N. Y. The main part 
of the agreement did not provide ‘that the 
contract should, continue ‘for any definite 
term, but concluded with the following 
provision: ‘‘ The party of the second part 
{Godkin] agrees to pay the party of the 
first part [Hotchkiss] as salary the 
sum of $1,200 for one year’s services, from 
the date of this agreement, payable in 
twelve monthly payments of $100 each af 
the expiration of each month.” Hotchkiss 
éntered into the employ of Godkin when the 
contract was signed, on the 28th day ‘of 
March, 1898, but on the 20th day of May 
following he was discharged, and paid for 
his services up to that day-at the rate of 
$1,200 per year. On the trial of his action 
to recover, by way of damages, the balance 
claimed to be due him for the unexpired 
term of his employment, his complaint 
was dismissed. On an appeal to the Fourth 
Appellate Division that tribunal has now 
reversed the judgment, holding that the 
intention of the parties was that the hiring 
should be for one year. Presiding Justice 
Adams, for the court, says: - 

“Tt is true that in the body of the in- 
strument the plaintiff does not in express 
terms engage to remain in the defendant's 
employ for a year, nor for any other de 
nite term; but express words that a con- 
tract is to continue for a year are not neces- 
sary to constitute an employment for that 
period of time.” ae E 

After quoting the latter end of ‘the -con- 
tract, Presiding Justice Adams continues: 
“But, as just suggested, the language 
above quoted imports defiriiteness of pe- 
riod, and as if to furnish additional evi- 
dence of the intention of the parties the 
defendant not gy agrees to pay the plaint- 
iff a satary of $1,200 for one year’s serv- 
ices, but he also agrees to pay that salar 
in ‘twelve monthly payments of $100 eac 
at the. expiration of each month.’ We 
think these words are full of significance 
and that, when taken in connection with 
their context, they clearly show that it was 
within the contemplation of the parties 
that the hiring of the plaintiff should be for 
one year.”
